The Welsh MSS. Society has been formed for the pur- 
pose of transcribing and printing the more important of the 
numerous unpublished Bardic and Historical Remains of 
Wales, still extant in the Principality and other parts of 
the world, that have hitherto been allowed to continue in a 
state of obscurity, without any effective measures being 
adopted to lay their contents before the public, and secure 
them from the various accidents to which they are liable. 
In addition to the general decay that, from their perishable 
nature, these venerable relics have been undergoing for 
ages, whole collections have, within a short space of time, 
been destroyed by fire; and of those MSS. dispersed 
throughout the country, numbers known to have existed a 
few years ago, are now no where to be found. 

Besides the interest which these ancient documents pos- 
sess, as objects of antiquarian curiosity, and as contributing 
to the elucidation of British History, they have claim to 
attention of a far more general character, as being intimate- 
ly connected with the origin and progress of modern Euro- 
pean Literature ; for it is among the legends and traditions 
of the Welsh that many of the materials are to be found, 
which supplied the nations of the Continent with their ear- 
liest subjects of composition, and produced those highly 
imaginative works that continue to exercise 30 powerful an 
influence to the present day. 

A great mass of Historical information, relating to the 
thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth centuries, is contained 
in the unpublished Poetry of Wales ; from which an inti- 
mate acquaintance with the state of society during these 
periods may be obtained; the Welsh Bards being the 
Chroniclers of the times in which they lived, and their 
Poems chiefly addressed to the leading men of the day. 
Besides Poetry, there is is still existing unpublished, a 
large collection of Prose, both Historical and Legendary. 



The first Work that engaged the attention of the Com- 
mittee, is the Liber Landavensis, or Llyfr Teilo, com- 
prising nearly 700 Royal 8vo. pages ; gratuitously edited 
and translated by the Rev. J. W. Rees, M.A. F.S.A. Szc, 
of Cascob, which is now before the public. 

The second Volume of the Society's Works consists ol a 
Miscellaneous Selection of Ancient Welsh MSS. in 
prose and poetry, from originals collected by the late Ed- 
ward Williams, ( Iolo Morganwg ) for the purpose of form- 
ing a continuation of the Myvyrian Arehaiology, and after- 
wards proposed to be used as materials for a New History 
of Wales. Edited with Notes and Translations, by hia 
son, Taliesin ab Iolo, of Merthyr Tydvil. This work 
is, however, not ready for delivery, in consequence of the 
serious illness of its Editor, although between four and 
five hundred pages of the same have been printed off. 

The present Work, The Heraldic Visitation of Wales, 
by Lewys Dwnn, was announced some time ago as being 
ready for the press, but afterward.-; kept back, as the funds 
of the Society would not warrant the Committee in ventur- 
ing upon such an additional outlay as was necessary to ensure 
its publication, while so many other Works were in hand. 
Last year, however, an arrangement was entered into, by 
which the Work was put into the press, at the joint risk 
of the Society and its Publisher, and is now completed,, 
under the able and gratuitous superintendence of its inde- 
fatigable Editor, Sir Samuel Rush Meyrick, K.H. LL.D. 
F.S.A. &c. 

The Lives of the British Saints, from Ancient MSS. 
in the British Museum and elsewhere, have been gratui- 
tously prepared for the press by the Editor of the Liber 
Landavensis, the Rev. W. J. Rees, M.A. F.S.A. &c. and 
will be printed immediately after the publication of the 
Heraldic Visitation of Wales.

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INTRODUCTION. 



Notwithstanding Voltaire's caustic remark, that Heraldic Knowledge is " the science of fools 
with long memories," and in spite of the taunt of a Welshman's fondness for Pedigree, it cannot 
be denied that genealogical memoranda are serviceable auxiliaries to history. Indeed, the piquancy 
of an observation often induces the hearer to adopt it as correct, without taking the trouble to 
investigate how far it has truth for its basis. It is, probably, however, the absurdity of designating 
heraldry a science that induced the cynic to treat it with such contempt. That both parts of 
which it is composed, "tynnu Arvau," the blazoning of Arms, and "cast/lit Achate," the compilation 
of Pedigrees, are useful to identify dates, to avoid confusion in Biography, and towards forming 
a correct idea of ancient manners, as well as ancient sculpture, is so obvious, that to discuss 
the proofs would be a superfluous waste of time. 

But the Cambrian predilection arose from the state of the law with regard to real property. 
"The Welshman's Pedigree was his title-deed, by which he claimed his birth-right in the country. 
Every one was obliged to shew his descent through nine generations in order to be acknowledged 
a free native, and by which right he claimed his portion of land in the community. He was 
affected with respect to legal process in his collateral affinities through nine degrees. For in- 
stance, every murder committed had a fine levied on the relations of the murderer, divided into 
nine parts; his brother paying the greatest, and the ninth in affinity the least. This fine was 
distributed in the same way among the relatives of the victim;" 1 an ordinance, which, if liable 
to objection on the score of strict justice, was admirably calculated to insure a diminution of 
crime. "A person passed the ninth descent, formed a new pen cenedyl, or head of a family. 
Every family was represented by its elder, and these elders from every family were delegates 
to the national council." 2 

The origin of this system is buried in the depths of antiquity, for it was found to be in 
existence at the early part of the tenth century, when Howel the Good revised the laws of 
his country. 

Pedigree was in former times more esteemed than at the present day; for gentility of descent, 
which implied education, was justly then regarded as a recommendation. While knowledge was

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confined to the upper classes, this was indeed essential to the state of society; but as science 
and useful information extend, these will ultimately become the principal tests to ensure esteem. 
It has been tersely observed by Sir Thomas Overbury, that "the man who has only the excellence 
of his ancestry to boast of, resembles that edible root, the potato, the best part being- under 
ground." So Juvenal justly enquires, " Stemmata, quid faciunt?" Yet, cater is paribus, to reckon 
a long line of predecessors, who have rendered themselves worthy of remembrance, has often this 
good, effect, that the pride it engenders prevents a conduct that would be derogatoiy, while their 
bright example is a stimulus for imitation. Generally speaking, therefore, the manners of such 
persons presented so strong a contrast to the rude acts and words of the "profanum vulgus," that 
the Romans termed them "generosi" the French "genius'" and "courtois," whence distinction in 
these points was interwoven with the very basis of chivalry. 

Among a people, where surnames were not in use, and where the right to property depended 
on descent, an attention to Pedigree was indispensable; and as the prevention of forgery became 
consequently of the utmost importance, it was requisite that the investigation of genealogy, and 
its preservation, should be vested in an especial body of persons, in whom confidence could be 
placed. Hence the second order of Bards were the Arwyddvcirdd, or Herald-Bards, whose duty 
it was to register Arms and Pedigrees, as well as undertake the embassies of state. The absence 
of surnames was, indeed, not peculiar to the Welsh, though they retained the inconvenience till 
the time of Elizabeth : the Anglo-Saxons were in the same predicament, and the Normans, until 
the twelfth century. 

The Arwyddmrdd, in early Cambrian history, was an officer of national appointment, who, 
at a later period, was succeeded by the Prydydd, or Poet; for we find that he conceived similar 
duties to have devolved upon him. One of these was to attend at the birth, marriage, and death 
of any man of high descent, who, in "Welsh, was called Gicr lonheddig, now used as synonymous 
with Gentleman, but signifying in reality "a man with a Pedigree," and to enter the facts in his 
genealogy. The Marwnad, or Elegy, composed at the decease of such a person, was required to 
contain truly and at length his genealogy and descent, "yr tvyth rhan rhieni," x from his eight 
immediate ancestors, to notice the several collateral branches of his family, and to commemorate 
the survivor, wife or husband, with her or his descent or progeny. Several of these Marwnadau 
exist, and have formed authorities for later heralds; and their accuracy, as far as materials are 
preserved, may now be fully established. That the reader may judge, I will select two Poems, 
which were not bound by such strict adherence to veracity, being written during the life-time 
of the patron, and therefore considered as admitting greater license ; and yet, even here we find 
important truths were not violated. These are a Cerdd voliant, or Song of Praise, and a Priodas- 
gerdd, or Epithalamium, composed by the celebrated bard, Lewys Glyn Cothi, in the latter* part 
of the fifteenth century; and with this example I feel fully warranted in saying, "ex uno disce 
omnes." The first is in Dosparth I., A. 26, and is addressed to Jenkin Winston of Llangarran, 
in Herefordshire. On a comparison with the Pedigree in the Visitation of that County, Anno 
1569, in the College of Arms, marked D. 12, fol. 107, the correctness of the Poet is established; 
the latter in Dosparth I., A. 9, where we have a marriage, the progeny from which are given in 
Vincent's Hereford, No. 115, fol. 62, 2 and Philpot's Hereford, No. 37, fol. 276, in the same

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archives ; and still further confirmed by the individual, Robert Whitney's name appearing in a 
return of all the principal inhabitants of the county of Hereford, to a commission issued in the 
12th year of Henry VI. 

The particulars of the more accurate Manonad were registered in the books of the Anvydd- 
vardd, and a true copy therefrom delivered to the heir, in order that it might be placed among 
the authentic documents of the family. This was produced on the completion of a month from 
the day of the funeral, ■when all the principal members and their friends were assembled together 
in the great hall of the mansion, and then recited in an audible voice in their presence. Their 
acquiescence in the truth was regarded as an attestation, and this evidence of descent was again 
deposited among the family archives. The bard's fee, or recompence, was a stipend out of every 
plough-land in the district. His other duty was to make a triennial Cylch Clericr, or Bardic- 
Circuit, in which, inter alia, ho had to correct and arrange Pedigrees and Genealogical entries, 
which duty was termed" one of the Tri choo Ynys Drydain, Three memorials of Britain. 

Were it needed, we could proceed to show from Biblical authority the attention paid to Pedi- 
gree in the practice of the Jewish nation; but among the Welsh, the existing MSS. in the Vatican 
at Rome, and in the British Museum in London, of Nennius, both of the tenth Century, 1 afford a 
very early specimen, as does the Hams Grufydd ap Cynan, or, History of Grufydd ap Cynan, one 
of the twelfth. The generality of Welsh heraldic registers, however, do not, I believe, extend 
beyond the fifteenth Century, 2 and these are called either from the places where they were usually 
deposited, as the Cotterell Book, in Glamorganshire, the Vairdrev Book, &c, or from the name of 
the celebrated Herald-Poets who composed them, as Llyvyr Llewelyn Ofeiriad, the Book of Llewelyn 
the Priest, now preserved at Jesus College, Oxford, and others. Being kept at the chief mansion 
in the province, they were transferred by the Anoyddvardd to his successor, that the deaths and 
births might be entered as they occurred. 

Omitting any enumeration of Herald-Bards in those ages, in which Mythology is interwoven 
with true history, the following are some of the most renowned of more modem times. 

Llewelyn Ofeiriad, the second son of Grufydd ab Owain ab Bledri, from Owain Brogyntyn, a 
chieftain of Powys. 

Llewelyn Grugeryr. 

Cynwrig ap Gronw, who lived about the year 1450. 

Gutyn Owain, not only a Herald, but one of the most distinguished Poets of the fifteenth 
Century. Pie flourished between the years 1460 and 1490 ; and of his writings we still possess 
his Genealogical Collections, his Poems, and an Epitome of Britrsh History. 

John Leiav, who was a Priest, and, in conformity with ancient custom, had "Sir" prefixed to 
his name, lived in 1480. 

Grufydd ab Ieuan ap Llewelyn Vychan, 3 a celebrated Poet, and, according to Dr. Owen Pughe, 
a person of great property, who resided at Llanerch, in Denbighshire, from about 1470 to 1520. 
Many of his works are preserved.

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Ieuan Brechva, eminent as a Poet, Historian, and Herakl, lived in Carmarthenshire, and 
died about the year 1500. There is a valuable Epitome of Welsh History by him, which has 
been printed in the second Volume of the Welsh Arckaiology. His Heraldic MSS. are in the 
possession of Ormsby Gore, Esq., at Porkington. 

Grufydd Hiraethog, one of the most celebrated Poets of the sixteenth Century, who wrote 
between the years 1520 and 1550. 1 

Sion Tudyr, who wrote many pieces of poetry abounding with genius aud wit, still in 
existence, as well as made Heraldic collections, was of Wigwair, near St. Asaph. He flourished 
about the year 1580, and died in 1G02. 

Rhys Cain was of Oswestry, and lived to an old age; some say until the reign of Charles 
I. ; but Dr. Owen Pughe says he wrote between the years 1560 and 1600. 

Lodwic Lloyd was Serjeant at Arms in the reign of Elizabeth. 

Lewys Dwnn, of whose productions, as many as remain are now offered to the Public. 

Rev. George Owain Harry, Rector of Whitchurch, in Cemmaes, in the County of Pembroke. 
His printed works are "The Genealogy of King James," and "The Well-springe of True 
Xobilitie." He lived in the time of James I. 

Thomas ab Ievan, 1630.

Thomas Jones of Fountain Gate, near Tregaron, in Cardiganshire, of whom more will be 
found in this Work, from 1580 to 1630.

John Gwilym of Llangarran, Herefordshire, born about 1565, but of Welsh extraction, was 
appointed Rouge Croix Pursuivant at Arms in 1618, and died in 1621. His principal work, 
•'A Display of Hcraldrie," was published in 1611. 

Svlvanus Morgan published, in 1661, a work which was compiled, and in great part printed, 
durino- the Commonwealth, entitled the " Sphere of Gentry," and five years after, " Armilogia." 
He was an Arms' Painter, born in 1620, and died in 1003. 

Percy Enderbie, author of the "Cambria Triumphans," wrote that book at Lantarnam, in 
Monmouthshire, the seat of his wife's brother, Sir Edward Morgan, and it was published in 1661. 

Mr. John Salisbri of Erbistoc, 1670. 

Owaiu Salsbri of Rug, Robert Davis of Gwysaney, Edward Pulsion of Trevalyn, Peter Ellis 
of Wrexham, Fulk Owen of Nantglyn, and Peter Davis of Eglwysoc, in 1090.

Hugh Thomas, Deputy Herald to Sir Henry St. George, Garter Principal King of Arms, 
in the year 1703. Some of his Heraldic Collections are in the possession of the Earl of Cawdor, 
at Golden Grove, Carmarthenshire, and some in the British Museum. 

Others, who made Heraldic and Genealogical pursuits their study, are enumerated by Lewys 
Dwnn, in the Preface to this Work. 

However great the antiquity of genealogy may be among the Welsh, heraldry appears to have 
been borrowed by them from the Normans in England, for all the terms used by them are French, 
as in the English system, with one exception. In lieu of Chevron we have Ciopl, a corruption of 
" couple," a name given in Carpentry to the timbers placed angulary, and resting on opposite walls 
to hold the roof. Fictitious armorial bearings were alike assigned to the ancient kings of Wales, 
the Anglo-Saxon monarchs, and to the emperors of Rome. These must be regarded as compara- 
tively modern. 

We are told by that celebrated antiquary, Robert Vaughan of Hengwrt, Merionethshire, Esq., 
in his " British Antiquities Revived," that " Prince Grufydd ab Cynan, Prince Rhys ab Tewdwr, and 
Prince Bleddyn ab Cynvyn, (in the eleventh Century,) made diligent search after the arms, ensigns, 
and Pedigrees, 1 of their ancestors, the nobility, and kings of Britain. What they discovered by 
their pains in any papers 2 and records, were afterwards by the Bards digested, and put into books. 
And thev ordained five royal tribes, there being only three before, to whom their posterity to this 
day can derive themselves; and also fifteen special tribes, of whom the gentry, especially of North 
Wales, are for the most part descended. And in our books we have mention of the tribe of the 
Marches, &c, besides other tribes called Gwehelyth and Gwchclaethau." 

Forgery rarely, if ever, occurred, owing to the publicity before noticed, and there being no 
greater temptation than what hospitality could afford to render it an object. At any rate, it could 
never be done with that unblushing- effrontery with which it was offered and accepted by the 
profligate and venal inhabitants of Italy. Paolo Giovio, in the early part of the sixteenth Century, 
well knowing the estimation in which good deeds, valorous acts, and illustrious birth were held 
when united to ancestry, promised an ancient genealogy and immortal glory to such of his country- 
men as would pay well for his labours. 

To counteract such unfair dealing, the Arwyddveirdd were required to be strict and severe; 
and for the same purpose in England the Heralds were incorporated in a College in the time of 
Richard III. 3 Although, besides the sovereign, many noblemen retained in their suites Heralds, 
who bore their names, proclaimed their titles, and sometimes attended with them at tournaments ; 
yet, before the reign of Edward III., there were none who by royal authority decided officially as 
a body respecting the Right of Arms, and Claims of Descent. 

The boundaries of the respective jurisdictions of the Provincial Kings of Arms, Clarenceux and 
Norroy, as regarded Wales, seem to have often varied, and, consequently, involved their rights in 
much doubt. In the time of Edward IV., when the powers of Clarenceux were confined to the 
South, and those of Norroy to the North of England, March, who was called " Rex armorum 
partium occidentalium," had the West part of England, with Cornwall and the whole of Wales.

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This was altered by Richard III., who created Gloucester King of Arms for "Wales, but which 
office did not survive the first grantee. 1 The first step taken by the Earl of Richmond, on his 
accession to the throne, after appointing in lieu of Blanc Sanglier Pursuivant, Rouge Dragou 
Pursuivant, to commemorate his victorious standard, was a commission issued to the Abbot of 
Llan Egwestl, or Valle Crucis, Doctor Owen Pool, Canon of Hereford, and John King, Herald at 
Arms, "to make inquisition concerning the pedigree of Owain Tydyr," his grandfather. This is so 
quaintly mentioned by Dr. Powel, in his "Historie of Cambria," printed in 1584, that the extract 
is fully entitled to insertion here. "I can not passe, but must something answere the reproachfull 
and slanderous assertions of Johannes Bernardus, Pontus, Heutems and others, who go about to 
abase the noble parentage of the said Owen, this king's grandfather, following more their owne 
affectionate humors, than anie good proofe or authoritie, for if they would read that noble worke 
of Matthew Paris, they shall find in pag. 843 of the printed booke, that Ednyuet Vachau one of 
his ancestors was the chiefest of counsell to Lhewelyn ap Iorwerth, otherwise called Leolinus 
Magnus, aud to David ap Lhewelyn, princes of Wales, as appeareth before page 306. They may 
also find in the records of the Towre in an. 29 Ed. I. in the generall homage done to Edward 
Caernarvon, first Prince of Wales of the English blood, that Tuder ap Grono another of the 
ancestors of the said Owain did his homage among the nobles of. Wales, as appeareth in the said 
records. Further the said Owen's grandmother, the wife of Tuder ap Grono was Margaret the 
daughter of Thomas the sonne of Elianor, which was the daughter of the countie of Barr by 
Elianor his wife daughter to Edward the first king of England." He then mentions the commis- 
sion, and tells us that the commissioners "comming to Wales, travelled in that matter and used 
the helps of Sir John Leyaf, Guttyn Owen Bardh, Grufiyth ap Lhewelyn ap Euan Vachan, and 
others in the search of the Brytish or Welsh bookes of petigrees, out of the which they drew his 
perfect genelogie from the ancient kings of Brytaine and the princes of Wales, and so returned 
their commission : which returne is extant at this daie to be seene." He does not tell us where 
this is to be found; nor are we informed by Mr. Wynne, who, in 1697, reprinted his book, 
"augmented and improved," though he produces the return, in which the commissioners give their 
authorities, and mention what is unauthenticated, as the first article of his Appendix. It runs thus: — 

"The return of a Commission sent into Wales by King Henry the Seventh to search out the 
pedigrees of Owen Tudor. 

"Henry the Seventh king of England, &c. son of Edmund Earl of Richmond, son of Owen ap 
Meredith and of Queen Catherine his wife, daughter of Charles the Sixth, king of France. This 
Owen was the son of Meredith ap Tudor ap Gronw, ap Tudor, ap Gronw ap Ednyfed Fychan, 
baron of Brinfeingle in Denbigh land, Lord of Kriceth, Chief Justice and Chief of Council to 
Llewelyn ap Iorwerth Drwyndwn Prince of all Wales. And in the time of Prince Llewelyn grew 
a variance between king John of England and the said prince ; whereupon Ednyfed came with the 
prince's host, and men of war, and also a number of his own people and met these English Lords 
in a morning at what time these English lords were hostied and slain; and immediately brought 
their heads being yet bloody to the said Prince Llewelyn. The Prince seeing the same, caused 
Ednyfed Fychan, from thenceforth to bear in his arms or shield, three bloody heads in token of

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his victory, where he had born iu his arms before a Saracen's head; and so ever after this Ednyfed 
bore the said arms, his son and his son's son, unto the time of Tudor ap Gronw ap Tudor ap 
Gronw ap Ednyfed Fychan. And after this Ednyfed wedded one Gwenllian, daughter to Ehys 
Prince of South Wales, and had issue by her Gronw: which Ednyfed Fychan had in Wales clivers 
goodly houses, royally adorn'd with turrets and garrets; some in Anglesey, some other in Caernar- 
vonshire, and some in Denbigh land ; but his chiefest mannor house was in the Commot of Crythin 
in Caernarvonshire, which was a royal palace, now decayed for want of reparations.

"Abstracted out of the Old Cronicles of Wales by Sir John Leiaf, priest; Guttin Owen, 
Grufryddh ap Llewelyn ap levan fychan, Madawc ap Llewelyn ap Howell, Robert ap Howell 
ap Thomas, John King with many others at the King's Majesty's costs and charges; the 
Abbot of Llangwestl and D? Owen Pool Canon of Heref?: Overseers." 

We learn, however, the true cause of this Commission from one of those letters 1 which 
king Richard III. wrote to his Chancellor, desiring him to prepare a Proclamation against 
Henry Tidder, 2 and others his followers, dated "at oure castell of Notyngham the xxi day of 
Juyn in the 24 yere of our reigne." In the proclamation, the draught of which is embodied 
in the letter, we find the following : " and to abuse and blynde the Commons of this said 
Royaume, the said rebeles and traitours have chosen to be their capitayne oon Henry Tidder 
son of Edmond Tidder son of Owen Tidder, whiche of his ambitious and insatiable covetise 
incroacheth and usurpeth upon hym the name and title of royal estate of this roiaulme of 
Englande, whereunto he hath no maner of interest, right, title, or colour, as every man wel 
knoweth; for he is descended of bastarde blode both of the fader side and moder side; for 
the said Owen, the grandfader was a bastard borne, and his moder was doughter unto John Due 
of Somerset sone unto John Erie of Somerset, sone unto dame Kateryne Swynford 3 and of her in 
double advoutrow goten," &c. 

Subsequently to this, the whole three provinces of England South of Trent comprising 
the South, East, and West parts, merged into the office of Clarenceux, and in the 2nd. Henry 
VIII. i. e. 1511, that was bestowed on Benolt, and who, as we shall presently see, exercised 
his authority over Wales. He was styled, Meat armorum partium australium, orientalium, et 
occidentalium regni nostri Anglice.*

J Catherine, widow of Sir Otes Swynford, and daughter of Sir Payn Root, Guyen King of Arms, was the mistress of John of Gaunt, during the life- 
time of his second wife, and by her he had children in that period. After her death he married this lady in 1396, and her previous issue were legitimatized 
the year after by Act of Parliament, though excluded from the inheritance of the crown. Richard, it seems, would wish it believed that not only the 
Duchess of Lancaster was living, but Sir Otes Swynford. when John Earl of Somerset was born. She died in 1403, four years after the Duke. 

* Manuscript notes, by Anstia, in the College of Arms, since printed by Edmondson. It was Lord Burghley and the Earl of Nottingham, who reduced 
the members of the College to thirteen, styled as at the present day, in the year 1597. 
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In the yeax 1530 Benolt made a Visitation of Wales, by bis deputy William Flower, 
Lancaster Herald, still preserved in the library of the College of Arms. It contains four 
counties of South Wales, together with those of Hereford and Monmouth. 1 

It would appear therefore that the Kings of Arms of England exercised, by prescription, 
a jurisdiction in Wales; and it was not till 1777 that the provinces of Clarenceux and Norroy, 
as recrarded granting of arms, were finally settled to be those of North and South Wales 
respectively. 

Edward the VI., soon after his accession to the throne, was very anxious to have a 
complete Visitation made of Wales, as he conceived the Principality had in that respect been 
greatly neglected. He, therefore, in June, 1551, issued letters patent to Fulke ap Howel, 
Lancaster Herald at Arms, during his life, to make visitations, &c. in Wales from time to time, 
as he thought fit. This document runs as follows: 2 

" Edward the sixte by the Grace of God, King of Englande, Fraunce and Ireland, defendour 
of the faythe, and of the churche of Englonde and also of Irelonde, in erthe the sup'me hedd; 
To all men of honoure lordes and gentlemen, and all other our officers, ministers, and subjectes 
Gretyng. Where as of a long tyme there hathe no visitacion or surveye ben made by anye Heralde 
or officer of Armes within our domynyon of Wales, and Marches of the same wherof hath rysen 
no lesse error in the usyng, bearyng and takyng of armes, crestes and tokens of nobilitie then 
debate and controv'sy aboute titles of inheritaunce, lyke to folowe to the greate troble and dysquiet 
of our loving subjectes, namelie of gentlemen in the parties aforesaid, if reformacion bee nott hadd; 
Willinge therefore as well to avoide all suche doubtes and controv'sies as by that occacion maye 
hereafter ensue, as also to have one c'teyn ordre to be observed in the p'inisses; We for the speciall 
truste and confidence which we have in our welbeloved s'vnte Fulke Apowell, alias Lancaster, one 
of our heraldes of armes, have geven and graunted, and by these p'sentes doe gyve and graunte 
unto our said s'vfite full power and authoritie duryng his lyef, at all tymes from hensfourthe when 
he shall thinke mete, as well to visite and repayer to the houses, mansyous, and dwellynge of all 
nobles and gcntylmen in the parties aforesaide, as also to p'use, reforme and correcte all armes 
crestes and tokens of nobilitie, wrongefully and unlawfully taken, used or borne, within the said 
.p'vince; and moreover to take the notice of all discentes, mariages and pedegrees of nobles and 
gentlemen in the parties aforesaide wherebj he maye make unto us a true and parfecte regestre 
and recorde of the same, and further to doo, execute and exercise within the said p'vince all other 
thinges, whiche by lawe or custome have app'teyned to the jurisdiction, power and office of armes, 
accordynge to the lawss of the same. Willinge therefore and requiring you and ev'y of you not 
only to be aydyng and assistyng to our said officer in the execucion of thies p'sentes, but also 
withe all gentlenes and curtesy to use and entreate hym as to the dignitie of the office app'teyneth. 
In witnes wherof we have caused thies our l'res to be made patentes. Witnessinge our selfe at 
Leighes the nynethe daye of June in the fourthe yere of our reign." 

Notwithstanding this authority, it does not appear that Foulke ap Howel ever heraldically 
visited Wales or the Marches; probably owing to the king's death, which took place two years

afterwards, when his power ceased. It will be remarked that this authority to Lancaster set 
aside the jurisdiction, pro tanto, of the Kings of Arms'; and that, we may conjecture, could only 
arise from his acquaintance with the Welsh language, fitting him in a more especial degree for 
the undertaking ; which we shall see was afterwards esteemed in Lewys Dwnn. 

Whether Foulke ap Howel had applied to Grufydd Hiraethog, his cotemporary, for his assist- 
ance, we have no positive evidence ; but in one of the volumes preserved at Glan-y-wern, in 
Denbighshire, is the following, in the hand writing of the celebrated George Owain, the possessor 
of Lewys Dwnn's Visitation of the three Counties of South Wales, which seems to favour 
the idea : — 

INSTRUC0N8 FOR GRYFFYTH YRATHOC. 

" Ffyrst the sayd Grynyth must be very cyrcumspek in takyng the dyssent of anny gentel- 
mans armes that he notte the names and surnames of every one of them and especyall of theyres 1 
whose dayghter she was w* the name and surname of her father. 

" It™ to enquyre dylygently what armes is incident to them, and to beware of bastardy which 
must be specially notted. 

"It- to take hede to whom yd assigne any Armes although he beare the name for ev'ry 
surname hath nott Armes, and although he hath the name of a gent o: yett except he can prove 
by lynyali dyssent to dyssend of the same howse whereof he beryth the name and without 
bastardy, for he can nott beare the Armes of that howse except he be of the blod lynyally 
dyssended, for Armes go wyth the blode and dyssent and not with the name only. 

" It- no man can beare his mother's armes, except his father was a gentl™ of Armes, althowgh 
she be an heyre." 2 

In 1569 Robert Cooke was appointed Clarenceux, and six years after William Flower acquired 
the office of Norroy. These two Kings of Arms, about the year 1585, turned their attention to 
Wales, and became anxious that the wishes of Edward VI. should be carried into effect. Lewys 
Dwnn had been introduced and strongly recommended to them by many gentlemen of respecta- 
bility, as best qualified to make, as their deputy, a Visitation of Wales. Who these gentlemen 
were does not appear; but among them were, probably, for reasons that will hereafter occur, the 
Right Reverend Dr. Richard Davies, Bishop of St. David's, Richard Broughton, Esq. one of the 
Council of the Marches, Sir Edward Mansel of Margam Abbey, and Sir Edward Stradlicg of 
St. Donat's Castle. 

Suffice it to say, that they highly approved of his diligence and abilities ; and, according to his 
first title-page, they granted him " a patent under their seals as Deputy Herald at Arms over the three 
crowns of Wales and in the Marches." But whatever may have been the date of this, it was 
nullified by a more formal instrument. This second patent was granted by Cooke and Somerset 
(Richard Glover, as Marshall to Norroy, yet having a concurrent jurisdiction in the office 3 ) on the 
3d of February, in the year 1585, being the 28th of Elizabeth. The document fortunately 
exists,* and is as follows : 



1 This means "the heiress." * Indorsed "This had in the Office of Armes." 

' In 1580, Flower, who had been N'orroy solely from 1562, obtained a concurrent patent of that office to himself and his son-in-law, Richard Glover, to 
hold tho same during the life of the longest liver of them. By this patent Glover was Norroy as well as his father-in-law, but never used that style, although 
ho exercised its powers under the denomination of Marshall. He died in 1588, a few months before his father-in-law. Cooke died in 1592. 

* Some years ago, when I proposed a pedigree, drawn up by Lewys Dwnn, for acceptance at the College of Anns, I was asked to prodaco his patent.

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"To all and singuler as well noble estates and gentlemen, as others to whome these prites 
shall come, Robert Cooke Esquire al's Ckrencieulx Kinge of Armes for the East, West and 
South partes of the realme of England from ' the ryuer of Trent Southward, and Somersett, 
Mareschall to Norroy Kinge of Armes of the East West and North partes of the realme of 
England from the same river Northward, send Greetinge. Whereas it hath pleased the Queenes 
most excellent Ma"* to authorize vs, the said Clarencielx and Norroy by our selfes or our 
deputies to make visitacions and surveyes within our severall provinces and precinctes for know- 
ledge and view of all manner of Armes, creastes, cognoysances and other lyke devyses, and of the 
descentes pedegrees and marriages of all the nobilitie and [gentrie taerin through-out conteyned to 
be for memory and the benefyte of all posteritie, recorded and entred, and to enioyne vs to sondry 
other services and duties belonging to our office and charge, as by her highnes' gracious letters 
patentes and comissions severally to vs graunted under the great seale of England more largely 
doth appeare. In which said comissions all paynters, glasyers, goldsinythes, gravers, and all other 
artificers whatsoever he or they be, are expressly prohibited and forbidden to paynt, grave, glase, 
devise or sette forth by any wayes or meanes any manner of armes, creastes, cognoysances, 
pedigrees or other devises perteyninge to the office of Armes within either of the said provinces. 
And lykewyse that no other person or persons shall introraitte or meddle in any thinge or thinges 
touchinge and concerninge the Office of Amies within either of the said provinces, otherwise or in 
any other fourme or manner then they may lawfully doe, and shal be allowed, and specially 
thervnto licensed and authorized by vs the said Clarencieulx and Norroy our deputie or deputies 
under the seales of our said offices first had and obteyned. Know Ye that we the said Claren- 
cieulx and Somersett as Mareschall to Norroy, carefully myndinge the advancement of her Ma u " 
service, and the performance of all that our places and roome do crave to have done within our 
severall provinces and our charge ar moved to enclyne unto the request made unto vs by sondry 
gentlemen of good credit wellwillers vnto the contrey of Wales on behaulfe of this bearer 
Q^f 3 Lewes ap Rhis ap Owen al's Dun of Buttus in the cantred of Kedewen within the contie 
of Montgomerie, that he in respecte of his former trayveyles thouroughowte the most part of the 
said Countrey for the atteyninge unto the knowledge of the lynes pedegrees and descentes of 
the chiefest families and kinredes within that principalitie (the bookes and gatherings wherof we 

have seene) may the rather vpon their comendac'on and his paynfull dilig heretofore vsed 

togither in regard of his skill in the Welshe or Brittishe tongue be by vs encoraged and allowed 
to contynew and goe forward in makinge his collections thoroughowt the said principalitie, 
whervnto for the former respectes, and because that contrey by reason of the diversitie of the 
languague hath not bene of late yeares by men of our place surveyed, nor the lynes and races of 
the gentlemen so observed as they ought and as we greatly wishe they shuld be, to the benefite 
of that contrey, we do willingely condiscent and agree and by these piites do allowe him the 
said Lewis ap Rhis to record, register, and make entrances of all the discentes, manages, funeralles 



entry, but that a document like that should be only expected from some of bin descendants. The indefatigable industry of my excellent and worthy friend, 
Thomas William King, Esq. Rouge Dragon Pursuivant, of whose valuable assistance I have readily availed myself, has discovered this very deputation, in 
a volume of miscellaneous MSS. purchased by the Heralds' College, from the executrix of the late Sir George Naylcr (H. MSS. Vol. 16, fol. 202). Many 
of these had belonged to Dale, Richmond Herald, who died in 1722, and were afterwards the property of Harrison, ClareDcieux, from whose executor tbey 
passed, in a chaotic mass, to Sir Oeorge Naylcr, who bound them, and a variety of papers, in volumes, without any regard to arrangement. At tho foot of 
this deputation, in hand resembling Dugdalo's, is written, '•' Taken out of Wales Visitation Booke Nu: 136." See the Frontispiece to Vol. II. Fig. 1. Wat 
this Visitation book any part of Lewys Dwnn's labours, according to his directions to transmit yearly an account of his proceedings I Flower was 87 year* 
of age at the date of Lewys Dwnn's deputation. 
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and obites of the knightes, esquires, and gentlemen inhabitinge within the said principalitie or the 
Dominions and Lordships marchers therof: omittinge all highe lynes dedvced from farre aboue all 
memorie, -which for great part ar found to be coniecturall, vnlesse evidences, histories or matter of 
good credict be showed for approbac'on therof. Wherin he is to have speciall regard that such as 
shall uniustly intrude theimselfes into any family vpon the bare coherency or lykelyhode of surname 
or armes, beinge otherwyse meere strangers thervnto may be bewrayed and deserved ; and that 
Bastardes and their descendentes may be scuowrd from the legitimates takinge for witnesse and 
testimonie of the truth of his proceedinges, the handes and subscriptions of the parties to his 
booke of entrances and with all addinge thervnto the yeere, dwellinge place, parishe, commot, 
cantred or Hundred and Shire, with the degree and misterie of theim so planly, truly, and 
faithfully withowt partialitie, affection or flatterie that Tyme, which is the mother of truth, never 
discover any falshode or fraude to his and their reproche and infamye. And wher he shall 
perceave variance and contention touchinge title of inheritance dependinge vpon doubtfull descent 
or consanguinitie by no meanes to intermedle therin to the preiudice of any of the parties, vnlesse 
he be by either of theim thervnto specially willed and requested, neyther yet rashely to take upon 
him to decyde such scruples and doubtes as may aryse betwene parties touchinge Armes, creastes 
or cognoysances but rather referre them to the hearinge of vs the said Clareneieulx and Somersett 
or any one of vs within whose province or charge the parties whome it conecrneth ar resyant 
and abydinge. Of which his proeeedingss in all and singuler the premisses the said Lewis ap 
Ris once everie yeare is to acquaynt vs the said Clareneieulx and Somersett or oftener yf need so 
require if by vs he be thervnto willed and appoynted that so we may discerne of his doenges as 
well as to record and register in our offices all that we shall fynd rightly and truly done as to 
rectitie and reforme those thinges that we shall perceve wroe and mistaken. In Witnesse whereof 
"We the said Clareneieulx and Somersett for Norroy have herevnto subscribed our names and sette 
the seales of our severall offices the third day of February Anno Dni 1585, in the xxviii 111 yere 
of the reigne of our most gracious Sou'eigne Lady Queene Elizabeth." 

Although this instrument does not recite any former one, yet it speaks of his former services, 
" the bookes and gatherings whereof" had been submitted, no doubt according to its directions, 
and on their approval, that this document was "to encorage and allow" Lewys Dwnn to "contynew 
and goe forward in makinge his collections." 

Among the very judicious directions, is one to omit " all highe lynes deduced from farre 
aboue all memorie, which for great part ar found to be coniecturall," and which absurdity is so 
evident in the collections for pedigree made by the commission under Henry VII. already given. 
This we find Lewys Dwnn most punctually attended to, and the exception which the pedigree of 
Woolphe affords is accounted for by the fact of the existence of the identical pedigree, on parch- 
ment, by Sir Gilbert Dethick, Garter King of Arms, in 1582, now in the possession of Mrs. 
Wynne Eyton, of Leeswood, in the county of Flint. 1 All the early portion of this pedigree is a 
compound of that fiction, the bad taste of manufacturing which, in order to gratify individual 
vanity, first brought such documents into disrepute. Lewys Dwnn's, on a comparison, is found to 
be a most accurate copy, allowing for difference of orthography, and with some additions brought 
down to the year 1609. 

1 For this, and soma of the subsequent remarks, I am indebted to the intelligent and indefatigable Mr. Morris of Shrewsbury, whose bonhommie 
and judgment are accompanied by the utmost diffidence and modesty. 
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He is further desired to get " the handes and subscriptions of the parties to his booke of 
entrances, and with all addinge thervnto the yeere, dwelling-place, parishe, comniot, cantred or 
hundred and shire." Now this is observable on most of the pedigrees; and where the deputy- 
herald received his fee, he wrote before the signature of the party " Reseved off," and after 
it, the sum paid. 

It will be perceived that, notwithstanding the presumption of a previous patent already 
noticed, Lewys Dwnn's collections commence in 158b*; and although the death of Flower, 
which happened in 1588, deprived him of authority over South Wales, not being binding on 
the successor, Lewys continued his labours : for at the conclusion of the principal portion of 
the second Manuscript, are the following words in English. "Finished by Lewys Dwnn deput 
heraught at armes over all Walles vnder Clarenseux and Noroy kinge at armes, Ano Regine 
Elizabethe 39, 1597." This was five years after the decease of Cooke; so that the pedigrees 
latterly taken by Lewys Dwnn, which came down to the year 1G14, may perhaps only be regarded 
as those of an amateur herald, though he unquestionably strictly adhered to the rules laid 
down in his patent; and this was the cause, no doubt, why the Manuscripts got into private 
hands instead of finding their way to the College of Arms. 

Indeed, it is the reputation for accuracy which Lewys Dwnn's Visitations possess generally 
in the Principality, 1 that has induced the Welsh Manuscripts Society to give them the preference 
of publication to the pedigrees of Ievan Brechva, which are preserved at Brogyntyn, (corrupted 
into Porkington,) the estate of William Ormsby Gore, Esq. or the still more ancient Collection 
of Llewelyn Offeiriad, in the library of Jesus College, Oxford. 

Mr. Morris, of Shrewsbury, speaking of the South Wales Collection, says : — " I have had 
several opportunities of testing Lewys Dwnn's pedigrees, by deeds and other authentic records, 
and have always found them singularly correct, notwithstanding the apparent barbarism of his 
spelling. The pedigree page 127 is an instance. Theophilus Jones, in his History of Breconshire, 
speaks of the Vaughans of Tyle Glas, &c, but does not (for he probably had not the means 
of doing so) shew their descent, which Lewys Dwnn clearly traces, from an offset of the family of 
Stanley, Earls of Derby, that had settled in South Wales. The pedigree too of the Gwynnes of 
Glanbran, as given by Lewys Dwnn, page 184, when compared with that of the family in 
Jones's Breconshire, will shew how much superior Lewys Dwnn's information is, and that, no 
doubt, arising from his having actually seen the head of every family, and had his work verified 
at his hands." 2 The North Wales portion may seem to form an exception to this testimony, 
for the documents furnished by my friend W. W. E. Wynne, Esq. and interspersed in his 
valuable notes, shew some discrepancies. It is but fair on the other hand to say, that on a 
comparison with such as are in the College of Arms, the variations that occur are not of very 
material importance. 

The signatures affixed to the pedigrees, strongly resemble the manner of insertion in the 
Albums of the day. Some have placed them with their designations in French or Latin, others 
have added a little Greek, or contracted them as David P bt- for Probert, or, ap Robert; and one 
plaintively laments his destiny as if transported beyond sea, by adding "In vita Virgilius." &c. 

The practice of Lewys Dwnn, attempting to spell English words according to a Welsh 
orthography, and French, and Latin, as the sounds struck his ear, is an affectation that

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his admirers must deplore. Thus Cwrtnai, for Courtenay; Manring, for Mainwaring; Kingssied 
yn Llundain, for Bang's Head in London ; Dustus o'r Pies ar Korwm, for Justice of the 
Peace and Quorum; and Latin where it occurs in a motto or Powssi (posey) as he calls it. 

It remains now to say something of the individual whose labours in genealogical research are 
here offered to the public. It may have been remarked, that the Deputation is addressed to 
Lewys ab Rhys ap Owen alias Dun. This is really the case, as he was not of the Dwnn 
family but through his mother, who was the sixth daughter of Captain Rhys goch Dwnn, of 
the Gwestyd, in Montgomeryshire, and who had a brother. His father was Rhys ap Owen ap 
Moras ap Howel goch ap Mredydd ap Ieuan ap Madog; and the sole issue of the marriage 
was Lewys, the Deputy Herald, who took the name of Dwnn. 

The origin of the name is whimsically given in the ample pedigree of the Dwnn's of 
Kidwelly, which Lewys has extracted in part from the Book of Huw ap David ap Robert of 
that place. We are told that Gruffydd Gethin was Gentleman Usher to King John ; that he 
bore a very strong bow in England and shot with a broad arrow, and that on the monarch 
observing him shoot he exclaimed " "Well done Gruffydd," ever after which he was called 
Gruffydd Dwnn, a name borne Anglico more by all his posterity. Lewys, we are told by Dr. 
William Owen Pughe, 1 was an eminent poet, historian, and genealogist. He was poetical 
preceptor to the Right Reverend Dr. Richard Davies, Bishop of St. David's, and of Henry 
Salusbury, Esq.; but on what authority Dr. Pughe asserts that "he flourished between the years 
1550 and 1580," I have not been able to discover. He married Alice, the daughter and co- 
heiress of Meredydd ap David ap John ap Meredydd, by whom he had both male and female 
progeny, and he lived at Bettws, in the township of Garth Gellin, and Hundred of Kydewain, 
in the county of Montgomery. 

It was David Dwnn, third son of Meredydd and great-grandson to Gruffydd Gethin before 
mentioned, who first quitted Kidwelly for Montgomeryshire, and this he did in consequence of 
being appointed steward to the Right Honourable Edward Charlton, Lord Powys; and who, by 
his marriage with Angharad, daughter and coheir of Dakws Lloyd, became possessed of Cefn 
y Gwestyd in that county. His consequent influence enabled him to extend his timely patronage 
to his nephews, the sons of his eldest brother, who, having in an affray killed the mayor of 
Kidwelly, fled to him for protection. 2 Captain Rhys goch Dwnn, the maternal grandfather of 
Lewys Dwnn, was the great-great-grandson in a direct line of David Dwnn, who first went to 
Montgomeryshire, as will be seen by the following pedigree. 

Gruffydd gethin surnamed Dwnn, the son of Kydwgan ap~=Ann daur of Kydwgan ap Ievan ap Philip of Rhydodin or Edwinsford 
Grufydd lived in the time of King John in the parish of Caeo Caermarthenshire.

Lewys Dwnn tells us himself that he "was one of the disciples of William Llyn, and had a 
copy of all his pedigree books; and, prior to that, had been a disciple of Hywel ap Sir Mathew, 
and that he possessed several of his collections. This shows not only his heraldic education, but 
that he lost no opportunity that offered in adding to the number of his genealogical authorities. 
His fellow student, while he was with William Llyn, was the highly esteemed Rhys Cain of 
Oswestry, who was much renowned for his information in these matters. Rhys Cain became 
possessed of many of William Llyn's books, and liberally allowed Lewys Dwnn to copy them. 

All attempts, and they have been numerous, to ascertain any particulars of the private life of our 
Author have proved abortive; and although I have been most readily assisted in this matter by the 
zealous co-operation of the Earl of Powys, my friends, W. W. E. Wynne, of Peniarth, Esq. and 
the enlightened Welsh scholar, the Rev. Walter Davies, I have not succeeded in ascertaining even 
the period of his death. These indefatigable coadjutors have diligently searched registers, manor 
rolls, &c. without any satisfactory result, therefore it can only be conjectured that he died in the 
reign of James I. 

Of the several collections of pedigrees here presented to the public, the first is from the very 
valuable original manuscript in Lewys Dwnn's own hand-writing, and in which the signatures are 
annexed to each pedigree by the representative of the family, preserved at Glanywern, in Denbigh- 
shire, the beautiful residence of Mrs. Madocks, who with the utmost readiness and liberality allowed 
it to be copied. This is contained in a folio volume. This lady also possesses two other folios 
similarly bound, which contain, inter alia, the pedigrees of Radnor, Flint, and Denbigh shires, which 
she has with the same liberal feeling allowed Mr. Morris to copy, and which have therefore been 
added to the present publication. On the second page of folio 32 of the second volume, is the 
following Englyn in the hand-writing of LeAvys Dwnn :

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The gentleman to whom this Englyn is addressed, was the celebrated George Owen of Cem- 
maes, who was allowed by Lewys Dwnn to copy his other collections, and therefore the pedigrees 
in Mrs. Madocks's second volume given in this work are in his hand-writing. It will be observed, 
on turning to page 102 of Vol. II. of this work, that we have the expression "val y dengys 
Lyvr Sir Drevaldwyn," (as is shewn in the book of Montgomeryshire,) and at page 115, "Plant 
Catrin o Richari ap Howel a geir yn Llyvyr Sir Dynbych, ach Mostyn", " the children of 
Catherine by Richard ap Howel are spoken of in the book of Denbighshire, under the 
pedigree of Mostyn," which show not only the existence of the Visitations by Lewys Dwnn 
of both those counties, but that they had been taken prior to the Visitations of those above 
Conwy. 

The next manuscript, as readily placed in my hands by its owner, Robert Savours, of 
Cowbridge, Esq. named "Llyvyr Achau," seems to have been written in the year 1604, by 
Hopkin ab Eignon, a painter in Brecknock, 'and to be a compilation from the book of Old 
Griffith, whoever he might be, the Visitations of Lewys Dwnn, and the collections of Thomas 
Jones of Fountain Gate, and consequently in the life time of Lewys Dwnn. The reader will 
not fail to be struck by the occurrence of an orthography very different from that in Mrs. 
Madocks' first volume. 

Next to an original MS. in Lewys Dwnn's hand-writing, is an ancient copy, with respectable 
attestations to its correctness, and this, of the three counties above Conwy, exists in the possession 
of my highly respected and very worthy friend, Edward Evans, of Eyton Hall, in the county of 
Hereford, Esq. This transcript was made in the year 1685, and duly attested on each page by 
two most respectable persons, and was sent to me without the slightest hesitation by the proprietor 
to copy. It was at first in the possession of Lewis Owen, of Peniarth, Esq. ancestor of my 
kind friend, "VV. W. E. Wynne, Esq. who has enriched this printed exemplar with many very 
valuable notes. The following memorandum among his family archives accounts for its removal 
from that family. "In the year 1588 William ab David Lloyd possessed Peniarth; Bodavon 
was held by John Wyllyams, at the same date; and Gwydir by Sir John Wynn knight. 
Copied by Lewis Owen Esqr of Peniarth from the book written by Lewis Dwnn, deputy 
Herald for Wales, in 1685. The original was kept in the library of Thomas Mostyn Esqr of 
Gloddaith, and was attested by William Hughes and John Davies." This John Davies was, 
there is no doubt, the celebrated genealogist of Rhiwlas, in the county of Denbigh. Indorsed 
'An agent of the estate parted with this book for a valuable consideration." It then became 
the property of Bishop Humphreys, from him it descended to Bishop Morgan, and then to 
one of his daughters, named Elizabeth, and was by her given to her daughter, Miss Anna 
Lloyd of Kesailgyfarch, in Denbighshire. Her sister married the father of my friend, and was 
sole executrix to Miss Anna Lloyd, who died unmarried in 1784, whence this attested transcript 
came into the possession of Edward Evans, Esq. During its being printed, the original by 
Lewys Dwnn, with the subscribed signatures in the hands-writing of the parties, has been, 
through the untiring perseverance of my friend, Mr. Wynne, discovered in the library of 
Col. Vaughan, at Hengwrt, in the county of Merioneth ; but I must here mention that no 
energies have been wanting to ascertain what has become of all Lewys Dwnn'.s other manuscripts. 
The libraries of the Earl of Macclesfield, the Earl of Cawdor, of Mrs. Ormsby Gore, have 
been searched by their kind permission, but in vain. Still there is no reason to despair that 
at some period or other this will be ascertained. 
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All I have as yet been enabled to present to the public is here before it. Mr. Lloyd 
Mostyn informs me that the collection of Manuscripts, formerly at Gloddaith, are at Mostyn, in 
the boxes in which tbey were packed for removal, these never having been opened. In the mean 
time, to supply as far as possible the deficiency, my friend, Sir Thomas Phillipps, of Middle Hill, 
Worcestershire, has most kindly given me a transcript of the Montgomeryshire Pedigrees, from a 
Manuscript he purchased at Lord Berwick's sale, written by John Rhydderch, a poet and grammarian, 
and household bard in the Bulkeley family in Anglesey. He also printed, under the name of 
"John Roderick," in Shrewsbury, in the year 1716, "A Display of Heraldry," written by John 
Davies, of Rhiwlas, in the parish of Llansilin, co. Denbigh, Gentleman ; and which contains a very 
correct and succinct record of the descent of many Families in North Wales. This John Davies 
was, no doubt, the same "John Davies" that attested the copy possessed by Bishop Humphreys, 
of Lewis Dwnn's ^Visitation of Anglesey, Carnarvonshire, and Merionethshire. Though John Rhydd- 
erch had the opportunity of transcribing Lewys Dwnn's original Visitation, he took the liberty of 
translating the language into English, and in so doing modernized the spelling of the Welsh names. 
Mr. Joseph Morris, of St. John's Hill, Shrewsbury, whose acquirements in this department of 
literature render him quite competent to the task, has not only revised and corrected this copy, 
but added to it several interesting notes. It is here stated, that George Owen, Esq. Lord of 
Cemmaes, York Herald, made a copy of Lewys Dwnn's Visitations, which are those in the 
possession of Mrs. Madocks, already mentioned. In the Harleian Library, in the British Museum, 
No. 1072, is a valuable collection relating to Montgomeryshire, in page 41 of which is Lewys 
Dwnn's pedigree of his own family, just given. It was made by the Holmes, and continued by 
Chaloner, and contains much information. Should the originals so much wished for be found, I 
trust an equally zealous, though more fortunate editor than myself, will lay them before the public. 
As an additional testimony of their existence, Mr. Morris writes to me that: — "In a collection of 
Pedigrees, made by John Griffith, of Cae Cyriog, in the county of Denbigh, Esq. who was a cele- 
brated genealogist, and died in 1698, there is at the foot of that of Edward Bromfield, of Ruabon, 
the following: — ' N.B. This pedigree was subscribed in Lewys Dwnn's book, January 16th 1595, 
by Edward Bromfield;' and at the foot of that of Eyton of Ruabon, after the description of the 
arms is — ' these arms were atchieved under the seal of office of Sir Gilbert Deathwick Kn' Garter 
King at Arms, in the 19 th year of the reign of Elizabeth, of England France and Ireland, queen, 
defender of the Faith, A.D. 1577. The above specified Arms are to be read in Lewis Dwnn's 
book, and the name of Edward Eytyn subscribed to the arms and pedigree in his own handwriting." 
In another letter Mr. Morris further states, "I find from various MSS. and private Docu- 
ments that have come under my observation, that Lewys Dwnn's Visitations extended from 
about 1580, to 1614, and the Counties of Montgomery, Flint, and Denbigh, are included in 
oue Volume called by Lewys Dwun himself 'Llyfr Coch o Boivys,' (The Red Book of Powys,) 
and in various places of the Visitations of Lewys Dwnn, that have come under my notice, 
I have observed references to his 'Llyfr Morgamcrj,' 'Llyfr Sir Ddinbych,' 'Llyfr Melienydd,' 
' Llyfr My/my,' &c. shewing clearly that the whole of Wales and the Marches had been in- 
cluded in his peregrinations. John Salusbury, of Erbistock, Esq. who made the celebrated 
collection of Genealogies now at Wynnstay, does not appear to have met with Lewys Dwnn's 
MSS., nor am I aware that Robert Vaughan, of Hengwrt, Esq. the celebrated antiquary, had 
access to them, although within these few years the original Vistation of Anglesey, Carnarvon- 
shire, and Merionethshire, by Lewys Dwnn, has been added to the valuable collections at that 
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Mansion. J. Griffiths, of Cae Cyriog, Esq. and John Davies, Gent, of Rhiwlas, who lived in 
the age succeeding that of Mr. John Salusbury and Mr. Robert Vaughan, had however access 
to them. It may, therefore, be hoped, that either in the unexplored Gloddaith collection, or 
in some other depository, the missing Volumes may yet be discovered." 

I shall close these remarks by the insertion of the following authentication of the arms of 
the Holland Family, whose pedigree is given in Vol. II. page 364, taken from one of Mrs. 
Madocks's before-mentioned volumes, in the hand-writing of George Owen. But this, with some 
other additions, is by a more recent hand: — 

" To all and singulare unto whome those presents shall come, John Borough Knight, Garter 

Principal! King of Armes sendeth greeting: Upon complaint made unto me that Sir Thomas 

Holland of Berrow, in the county of Anglesey K^ did unduley beare for his armes, Azure a lyon 

rampant gardant between five flowers de Lice Argent, w?h Armes (as was conceived) properlie 

belonged to the familie of Holland sometime Duke of Exeter : The said Sir Thomas Holland 

having notice given him of y? said complaint repayred unto me, and produced divers and sundry 

auncient Evidences, Pedegrees, Bookes of Amies, Letters Pattents and other authentique testimonies 

of credible persons : whereby it manifestly appeared that the said Sir Thomas Holland is lineally 

discended from Hoshkin alias Roger Holland, who by computacon of time lived in or neer the 

raigne of Edward the Third : He the said Sir Thomas being the sonne of Owen, sonne of Edward, 

sonne of Owen sonne of John sonne of Howell sonne of the above named Ilochkin Holland : 

And that John Holland sonne of Howell Holland aforesaid was howsehold servant to King Henry 

the Sixt: And Owen Holland great grandfather to the said Sir Thomas was Shreiffe of the 

County of Anglesey for tearme of his life, as by Letters Pattents under the Seales of King 

Henry the Seauenth and King Henry y? Eighth and certaine Deeds of Charles Brandon Duke 

of Suffolke, and other muniments appeareth : And further that by sundry matches and marriages 

the said Sir Thomas is allied to many families of undoubted gentry, in and near the said county, 

who acknowledg the said Sir Thomas for their allie and kinsman : besides y? testimony of diuers 

gentlemen of the name of Holland issued from the a foresaid Hochkin alias Roger their common 

auncestor: And as touching the Armes above mentioned, it is manifest by sundry Pedegrees 

and Bookes of Armes remayning in the custody of George Owen Esquire, Yorke Herauld that the 

Auncestors of the said Sir Thomas Holland did beare the same as they are above blazoned. In 

consideration of all w?h premises, and for that the said Sir Thomas Holland is not only dignified 

w*>? Knighthood, but likewise a Justice of Peace and one of the Deputie Lieutenants in the County 

where he liveth : I have thought fitt at his request to signifie and declare by these presentes that 

the said Sir Thomas Holland and his heires of that family respectively may use and bear the 

foresaid Armes each with his proper differense, according to the law and usage of armes. In 

Witness whereof I have hereunto affixed the seale of mine office and subscribed my name. Dated 

the five and twentith day of Novemb: in the eleventh yeare of the reigne of our Soueraigne Lord 

Charles by the grace of God, King of Great Britaine, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith 

&c. And in the yeare of our Lord God 1635. 

"JOHN BOROUGH GARTER 

" Principall King of Armes.'' 

Had the pedigrees been arranged in any kind of order, such would have been punctually 

adhered to, but as Lewys Dwnn himself set the example of inserting them in his book as space 

would admit, the same liberty as to position has, except in the Eyton MS., been taken to preserve 
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an uniformity of appearance. Blank shields have been given, to enable the possessors of the 
volumes to insert the armorial bearings, and add the crests, according to the description, if such 
be their pleasure ; and it is to the special kindness of the Earl of Cawdor that I have been able 
to prefix an interesting Frontispiece. 

It now only remains for me to express my obligations to Earls Powys, Cawdor, and Maccles" 
field; Sir Charles Salusbury, and Sir Thomas Phillipps, Baronets; to Lady Hall, of Llanover, and 
Mrs. Madocks, of Glanywern. To my excellent friend Thomas King, Esq. Rouge Dragon, Pursui- 
vant at Arms ; W. TV. E. Wynne, Esq. ; the Rev. Walter Davies, Llanrhaiadr ; Rev. W. J. Rees, 
of Cascob ; Rev. Thomas Price, of Cwmdu ; Edward Evans, of Eyton Hall, Esq. ; William 
Williams, of Aberpergwm, Esq. ; Robert Savours, Esq. of Cowbridge ; Mr. Matthew Donne ; 
and, though last not least, to the indefatigable Mr. Joseph Morris. 

But I should do great injustice, did I not also acknowledge my great obligations to Mr. 
William Rees, the worthy Printer and Publisher of these Volumes. His beautiful and splendid 
Press has raised the tvpography of Wales from the most inferior to the highest possible cha- 
racter, and his unwearied efforts in this respect have shewn his enthusiastic love of his country 
in deeds as well as professions. His compatriots, thus benefited by the exaltation of Cambria, 
owe to him a debt of gratitude. Besides the care he has bestowed in printing this Work, I 
am indebted for the great pains he has taken to render it accurate through his genealogical 
knowledo-e, and the general aid he has so readily accorded whenever required.

To vou, courteous Gentlemen readers, I make it known, that 
I have at all times had a predilection for this science ; but I 
request of you, wise and learned readers, that you will not form 
your judgment of me by the appearance of my writing, for no one 
can "o bevond his abilities. Besides, I wished that mv work 
should be correct, though it be obscure and difficult to under- 
stand. It is a great accomplishment before God and man to 
turn darkness into light, and falsehood into truth, without any 
excuse for partiality. I assure you, Gentlemen, had I been a 
person wealthy in gold, silver, land, or living stock, I would have 
engaged a professional copyist, before and after the occasion, for 
a salary, who should bo a learned man, that could write a fair 
hand easy to read, in the manner I wished ; but to the true God 
do I give thanks and praises day and night, for having been able 
to do as I have done. Two obstructions prevented my Books 
being written fairly and elegantly ; first, the hurry of some of 
the Gentry to leave home, allowing me but a very limited time to 
do even a little ; and next, the inhospitable dispositions of some 
of the Gentlemen, who would neither afford me meat nor lodgings 
merely for working, but required money ; and being far from the 
liberal, or either a good or bad public house, I was compelled to 
stay a couple of hours after dinner or supper ; and having at last 
taken down every thing as they wished, I had to depart, and wend 
my way to the liberal, if such could be found, if not, to a tavern, 



as best I could. Sometimes my companions were angry with 
me, for bearing on my back the lineage of mischievous misers ; 
nevertheless, God put in my breast hope that such a wretch, who 
would neither give me lodgings nor any other gift, would have 
either a liberal son or daughter. Lo ! behold ! true is the pro- 
verb: — "A sword will not affect the miser; while the benevolent 
will not lose his praise." This made me utter the following 
stanzas on hope in God. 

Glorious God will send everj r needful blessing ; 

He knows well my life ; 

He will also give me his heaven, 

High degree of honour and worldly greatness. 

Gentry are wonderful in every stage ; 
Their youth is wonderfully presumptuous; 
And the man also is wonderful 
Who relies on this world's blessings.

ARTHUR AND HIS KNIGHTS. 



Four and twenty dignified knights always dwelt in the house 
of Arthur, each of whom possessed a peculiar eminent quality 
different from the others. 

Three golden-tongued knights ; Gwalchmai the son of Llew- 
elyn ap Kynvarch, Drudwas the son of Tryffin, Eliwlod the son 
of Madog ab Uther Bendragon ; and there was neither man nor 
woman who saw them and heard them speak, if they requested 
any thing, that would deny it to them. 

Three chaste knights ; Sir Bwrt the son of Bwrt king of 
Gascony, Sir Peredur the son of Earl Evrawg, Sir Galeth the 
son of Sir Lancelot du Lac ; and these neither giant, satyr, nor 
other hideous monster could withstand. 

Three knights of battle; Kador Earl of Cornwall, Sir Lance- 
lot du Lac, Owain the son of Urien of Reged. Their qualitv 
was, that they would avoid no weapons that ever existed until 
this day ; and he (Arthur) would sustain no shame nor disgrace 
in a battle wherein they were engaged. 

Three knights who possessed the power of illusion ; Menw the 
sou of Tairgwedd, Sir Trystan the son of Talwch, and Eiddi the 
dwarf. These would transform themselves into the figures they 
chose, when they were most closely pressed. 

Three royal knights ; Nassiens the son of the king of Den- 



mark, Medrod the son of Llew ap Kynvarch who fought at 
Camlan, Howel the son of Ymer of Armorica ; and these neither 
king nor emperor could vanquish ; if they could not succeed by 
lair means, thoy would by foul and disgraceful ones. 

Three just knights; Blaea Earl of Scandinavia, Cadoc the 
son of Gwynlliw the bearded, and Pedroc shiver-spear the son of 
Clement prince of Cornwall. These came always to combat on 
the side of justice ; Blaes Earl of Scandinavia fought by the 
power of the common law, Cadoc the son of Gwynlliw fought by 
that of the law of the church, and Pedroc shiver-spear by that of 
the law of arm3. 

Three knighta of repugnance ; Morvran the son of Tegid, 
Sandde with an angel's form, and Glewlwyd of the mighty grasp. 
These were distinguished for ugliness and comeliness ; Sandde 
for comeliness, the other two for ugliness ; and none denied their 
request, either through fear or choice. 

Three counselling knights ; Kynon the son of Klydno, Aron 
the son of Kynvarch, and Llywarch the aged the son of Elidir 
Lydanwyn. And these three were the counsellors of Arthur in 
his greatest exigence; and their counsel was so wiae and prudent, 
that no one could at any time defeat him. 

And with hia sacred arms Arthur overcame every thing. 



1 Lewys Dwnn must have made this extract from some copy of the Triads different 
from those printed in the Myvyrian Archaiology of Wales ; for although no less than 
ten are there given, we find that his friend and coadjutor in heraldic researches, Thomas 
Jones, of Fountain-Gate, near Tregaron, Esquire, was only able to recover, in the year 
1601, one hundred and twenty six, out of the three hundred which were said to exist ; 
and .therefore could not have seen the whole. What Lewys Dwnn's object was, in pre- 
fixing this extract to hia book, is not quite so clear ; as one glance is sufficient to shew 
thai the whole is purely mythological, and therefore not what could be admitted as 
forming any part of authentic genealogy. Yet in Elizabeth's time, the Triads were not 



distinguished into historical and fabulous, but regarded as entirely of the former des- 
cription ; and this idea has hardly yet in our own time been abandoned. 

In a work like the present, purporting to contain pedigrees compiled with the most 
scrupulous accuracy, it is unnecessary to give the variations in which the peculiarities of 
the mystic characters here produced are set forth, or to analyze their respective names, 
which would at once declare tbeir mythological import ; but those who wish for more 
information, I refer, with the greatest pleasure, to the tasteful and elegant publication of 
Lady Charlotte Guest, the Mabinogion ; as well as to the learned and erudite works of the 
late Rev. Edward Davies, one of the most accomplished scholars Wales ever produced.

This is in the hand writing of the celebrated Twin Sion Catti, referred to in page 
7. He has been supposed to be the son of Sir John Wynne, of Gwydyr, and a woman 
named Catherine ; but the following pedigree shews that not to have been the case. It 
is very probable that the genealogies of the families in the upper part of Cardiganihire 
were copied by Lewys Dwnn from documents in Thomas Jones*s possession ; and a 
higher authority could not have been procured, if we admit the following eulogium of 
his cotemporary, Dr. John David Rhys, in his Lingua; Cymraecre Institutiones Accu- 
rate, page 303 : — " Pwybynnac a dhywetto'i bhod yn Arwydhbhardh, gwybydhed 
aehoedd, Brenhinoedh a' Thywyssogion a' chybharwydhyd odhiwrth y tri Phribhardh 
Ynys Prydain nyd amgen, Myrdhin 'ab Morbhrynn a' Myrdhin Emrys, a Thaliessin Benn 
Beirdh.

* Towyn is a tract of land on the sea coast of Cardiganshire, from the month of the 
Teivi northward, within which the "Lords of Towyn," in succession, bad a mansion 
celebrated by tbo bards for its good cheer. Davydd N'anmor, who wrote between the 
years 1450 and 1490, in a Poem addressed to the father of this Rhydderch, absolutely 
hyperbolizes bis hospitality ; and Lewys Glyn Cothi celebrates the son, who, he says, 
succeeded his hrother in his title and property, for having opened his house to minstrels 
from all parts of the country. He then speaks of him as a redoubted warrior, and 
one of the Esquires of the Body to Henry VII. From Davydd Nanmor's Elegy on the 
death of Thomas, Lord of Towyn, we learn that Rhys, the munificent Lord of Towyn, 
had, by his wife Margaret, left two sons, Thomas and Rhydderch. Thomas succeeded 
his Cither, but died in the prime of life, leaving his wife Angharad a widow, with two 



infant daughters, Elliw and Mallt, who, by the custom of Wales, which preferred a 
male, were disinherited ; and Rhydderch. the surviving son of Rhys, succeeded his 
brother in the lordship. In one verse we are informed that five of the Towyn family 
lay in one vault at Verwig, the parish church, near the river Teivy, at its embouchure j 
(and in my History of Cardiganshire, I mention the existence, at the period of its pub- 
lication, of portions of a highly sculptured altar monument.) These were Thomas 
himself, Thomas his infant son, Rhys his father, Thomas his uncle, and Meredydd his 
grandfather. It were much to be wished that the works of Davydd Nanmor, Grufiydd 
Hiraethog, and others of the fifteenth century, were given to the world, equally well 
edited as those of Lewys Glyn Cothi ; and the Cymmrodorion Society would confer 
much greater benefit on literature and history, if they were to follow up their own 
example by so doing, than in bestowing large prizes on modern compositions.

5 On the march of the Earl of Richmond from Milford to Shrewsbury, he was 
received and highly entertained at Llwyn Davydd, in the parish of Llandyvsilio Gogo, 
Cardiganshire, by its owner, this Davydd ap Ieuan ; and tradition says that his daugh- 
ter yielded up her charms to add to the gratification of the noble guest. If that be 
true, it was probably a natural daughter, as Lewys Dwnri, in the above pedigree, does 
not assign any daughter by either of his wives. Be that as it may, after the hero of 
Bosworth had become King Henry VII., he made a present of a hirlas. or grey drinking 
horn, tipped and mounted on silver in such exquisite taste, as to induce the belief that 
the stand must have been designed by an Italian artist. This is formed by the Royal 
Supporters, the G '■yhound of the family, and the Dragon of C'adwaladr ; and they 
might have had between them the Royal Arms, as a bit of silver projecting seems to 
point out a deficiency. The height is about eight or nine inches, and it is double that 
length. In the time of the civil wars, it was given to Richard, second Earl of Carbery, 
who commanded the district, and thus became deposited at Golden Grove, in Carmar- 
thenshire, where it is still preserved by the Earl of Cawdor, to whose liberality the 



Society is indebted for the Frontispiece to this Volume, which affords of it an admirable 
idea, though it does not do full justice to its merit. The following night, the Earl of 
Richmond was received by Einion ap Davydd Llwyd of Wern-newydd, in the parish of 
Llanarth, in the same county, who tried to out-do Davydd ap Ieuan in the splendour of 
his hospitality ; and as no horn was sent to him, the before-mentioned tradition tacitly 
receives a sort of corroboration. From the Poems of Lewys Glyn Cothi. we learn that 
at this time the houses of the Welsh gentry were amply supplied with foreign wines.

Penelope daughter 
and heir of Sir Thomas Perrot, who is mentioned on the other side (p. 90,) married Sir 
William Lewes, and secondly Sir Robert Naunton, Secretary of State, in the time of 
James I. (See also a future page.) Sir Thomas Cheney, K. G. was great grandfather to 
Penelope. The family of Perott came in with William the Conqueror. 

7 He was Lord Deputy of Ireland in the time of Queen Elizabeth, had been created 
knight of the Bath by Edward VI. and was born at Haroldston, in the county of Pem- 
broke, which his family had acquired by a marriage with Alice daughter and sole heiress 
of Sir Richard Harold, though it has been said that this place became their property by 
the marriage of Sir Herbert Perott, of Herefordshire, with Sybilla daughter and co-heir- 
ess of Thcmas Lloyd, Esq. He had a grant of Carew and Laugharne castles, from 
Henry VIII. his father according to Naunton, and in 1533 entertained in the former the 
Earl of Ormond. He was recalled from Ireland in 1588, and in 1592 was tried and 
found guilty of high treason, when death in the Tower of London saved him from the 
ignominy of the scaffold. Dr. Rawlinson wrote and published his life.

The cause is assigned in the Rev. T. Rees's 
Topographical Account of South Wales as follows : — " A neighbour of his had a young 
horse, of which David, who, it seems, was an excellent judge, had so high an opinion, 
that he gave for him twenty-four cows, with pasture for them for one year ; which being 
considered a most extravagant price, exposed him to the ridicule of his acquaintances. 
As soon as he had completed his purchase, he cut off the horse's ears, slit his nostrils, 
and cropped his tail ; after which he branded the skin all over with a hot iron, impres- 
ning it with numberless hideous and fantastic forms. Some time subsequently, an op- 
portunity was afforded him of shewing his enemies, who bad greatly amused themselves 



with his singular whim, of what metal his cropped horse was composed. Being beset, 
and closely pursued as he approached a ri-.er, and perceiving his danger, ho clapped 
spurs to his steed, and leaped across the stream to the opposite bank, and then turned 
round, and tauntingly derided his pursuers for riding such cows, on which they dared 
not follow him. This is related as a moat extraordinary feat ; and a poet of the time 
calls it " N'aid ar march na neidir mwy," that is, - 'a leap on horseback, which will never 
be leaped again.' 1

8 Richard Grafton was brought up as a Merchant, in London, a profession which he 
afterwards exchanged for that of a Printer. In 1526, he resided at Antwerp, and 
printed the first edition of the New Testament in English, translated by William 
Tyndall, a native of Wales. In 1537, he, in connexion with Edward Whitechurch, 
published the folio English Bible, called Matthew's Bible. He afterwards removed to 
Paris, and was there engaged in printing the Holy Scriptures in English ; but meeting 
with some persecution, he removed to England, and followed his profession until 1540, 
when he was imprisoned for publishing the Bible without notes. In 1543, he was made 
King's Printer ; of which office he was deprived in 1553, and imprisoned in conse- 
quence of his having printed the Proclamation of Lady Jane Grey. Whilst in confine- 
ment, he compiled an Abridgement of the Chronicles of England, which were published 
in 1562. Seven years afterwards, he published an enlarged edition of the Chronicles, 
under the title of " A Chronicle at large of the Affayres of England from the Creadon of 
the Worlde unto Queene Elizabeth." He is supposed to have died about the year 1572.

ROEGIAR WILIAMS 



1 This place is in Pembrokeshire, and is now called Amroth Castle. It is generally 
supposed to have been the residence of one of Arnulph de Montgomery's followers, on 
his parcelling out his new conquests. Cadwgan ap Bleddyn received it with his wife, 
from Pigotde Say, the Norman chief to whom it had been Granted. It was here that 
ho held that Christmas festival, when his son Owain, hearing of the beauty of Nest, 
wife of Gerald de Windsor, resolved to carry her off by force, with the aid of his dis- 
solute companions. It is mentioned by Leland, as in his time belonging to the Eliots, 
though its contiguity to Marroe leads him to say, — "Marreys a faire place longing to 
the Eliottes." It now belongs to Capt Ackland, who purchased it from a female re- 
presentative of that family. 

* This was originally one of the chain of posts from Pembrokeshire to Carmarthen- 
shire, they being Carew Castle, Bonvil*s Court, Amroth, Pendine, belonging to Stephen 



Barrett, Llanmilo (anciently Castell Llwyd), of which Milo de Cogan, celebrated in the 
conquest of Ireland, was Lord, and Langharn, then called Abercorran, belonging to 
Robert Coortmain. Bonvil's Court took its name from its first possessor. A descendant 
of his in the time of Edward II., Nicholas de Bonville, is mentioned in an extent as 
having lands in Coedtraeth, which forest is contiguous. It came next into the pos- 
session of a Welsh gentleman, mentioned in the first of these Pedigrees by the name of 
Wiliam, or Gwilym, whose great grand-son, John Williams, Esq., had several daughters, 
co-heiresses, one of whom, Eleanor, by her marriage, in the time of Queen Elizabeth, 
conveyed it to her husband, William Johns, Esq., son of Thomas Johns of Llandeilo 
Vawr, in the County of Carmarthen, and Katherinp, daughter of John Eliot of Erwer,

Sir Rhys is our pledge for 
the prosperity of the Rose." The relationship arose from Sir Rhys's mother, Elizabeth, 
being the daughter of Sir John Griffith of Aber Marlais, who was a descendant of 
Ednyved Vyohan, the Prime Minister of Prince Llewelyn ap Iorwerth. Sir Rhys ap 
Tomas was Constable and Lieutenant of Brecknock, of Car m arthen, and Cardigan ; 
Seneschal and Chancellor of Haverfordwest, Rhos, and i'luallt ; Justiciary of South 
Wales, and Governor of all Wales ; Knight Banneret, and Knight of the Garter ; Privy 
Councillor to Henry VII., and favorite of Henry VIII. He was also Lord of Carew, 
Llansadwrn, Cilsant, Emlyn, Narberth, Llangybi, Weobley, Llandimor, and Nantyglo. 
A very entertaining biographical memoir of him is in the first Volume of the Cambrian 
Register, p. 09. Sir Rhys married Eva, daughter and heires9 of Henry ap Gwilym, 
who lived at Lan Lais, but afterwards at Court Henry, in the Vale of Towy, which 
mansion he built, and called after his name. Sir Rhys died in the year 1527, aged 76, 
and was buried, as well as his wife, at tho Priory Church, Carmarthen ; on the 
destruction of which their bodies were removed to that of Saint Peter, in the same 
Town, and their effigies, which seem to have been on separate altar monuments, placed 
side by side on ono made up of the fragments of the former ones.

He compliments him on his great wealth, valour, and influence, urging him to 
take vengeance for the loss sustained by the death of his father, in the battle of Danes- 
more, in Northamptonshire, adding, " Wherever the descendant of Gwalter Sais 
makes his appearance, wearing his white (i. e. bright steel) harness, he will excite 
attention." The same Poet wrote an Elegy on his brother (the second son) Richard 
Vychan, Lord of Bleddvach, in which he tells us that he was buried in St. Mary's 
Church, Kington, " where his golden locks are now concealed from view beneath a 
monument of white marble." This no longer exists ; but that of their father, Thomas 
ap Rosser Vychan, Esq., and their mother, Elen Gethin, may still be seen in that 
Church, with their recumbent effigies, though in a mutilated state, in juxta position ; 
yet the Poet informs us that there were '• figures of angels on the tomb, bearing 
escutcheons, with the arms of the Vaughans emblazoned." He is in armour, without 



any covering on his head, which reclines on his tonmament hofmet, with the crest, 
apparently a cumbent bird upon it. His legs have been broken off below the knees, 
and his sword knocked away. The style of big armour greatly resembles that of Lord 
Hungerford, at Salisbury. His Lady's arms have been destroyed from below tbe elbows. 
A lion couchant regardant is at her feet. Although Lewys Glyn Cothi was quite as 
much of a Lancastrian as a Yorkist, yet it was owing to his renown that this Lady 
invited him to Hergest, or Herast, to write the two Elegies on her husband, which have 
been handed down to us. His residence there produced the Elegy on her second son, 
the epithalamium on her daughter's marriage, and the two Poems to her eldest son. _ 
This Poet's works were soon after copied into what was called the Llyfr Coch, or " Red ' 
Book," of Hergest, which is now in the library of Jesus College, Oxford. The 10,000 
Welshmen drawn together for the service of Edward IV. lost half their number in the 
field ; and among them were Sir Roger Vaughan of Tretower, Kt., his second son, 
Watkyn Tomas of Talgarth, Thomas ap Richard Vaughan, and Henry ap Morgan. 
The Lord of Herast, according to the Poet, fell at the head of his men, " to be avenged 
by his three sons." He describes Hergest as in his time consisting of eight strong 
buildings, in each of which was a refectory, and a good stock of wine ; but a small part 
now remains, and is occupied as a farm house.

x Rowland Meurig, or Meyric, from having married Catherine Barett of Gelliswick, 
in the parish of HaBcard, and his son Francis living at Fleet, in the Vicarage of Monk- 
ton Priory, was regarded as one whose pedigree might be inserted as belonging to the 
County of Pembroke. His elevation to the Bishopric of Bangor took place in 1559 ; 
but his first preferment was to the Rectory of Stoke, by Neyland, in the County of 
Norfolk, in the reign of Henry VIII. He was soon after made Precentor of Llanddewi 
Brefi, in Cardiganshire. About the year 1533, he was admitted to the degree of LL. B. 
in the University of Oxford, of which he was a member, and became Principal of New 
Inn Hall there. On the 18th of January, 1538, he took the degree of LL. D. Pre- 
ferment soon succeeded, as ho was made first Chancellor of St. David's, and then of 
Wells, of which he was chosen also Official Principal. At the dissolution of some of 
the Monasteries in 1549, Edward VI. was prevailed on to issue a writ of pnemunire 
against him, it being supposed that tho Protector Edward Somerset was instigated to 
this advice by Robert Farrar, his Chaplain. However, it was removed the following 
year. He had resigned his offices; but in 1550, had again the Chancellorship of St. 



David's, was Canon Residentiary, and Precentor of Llanddewi Brefi, which was annexed 
to the Stall ; and had the further gratification of becoming Rector of Llangadwaladr, 
in Anglesey, in which parish he was born, in 1505. In 1554, he married ; and, in con- 
sequence, was immediately deprived of his church preferment. On the accession of 
Queen Elizabeth, he was brought again into favor ; and in 1559, as has been observed, 
was made Bishop of Bangor. He was also chosen one of the Council of the Marches of 
Wales. Dying in 1563, he was buried in his own Cathedral. 

Kydavael was Judge of the Court of Powys, 
then held in Castell Dinas Bran, Denbighshire. 

3 According to Lewya Dwnn, Madog sold Kydewoin to his nephew ; but the Welsh 
Chronicle, called Brut y TywyBogion, tells us that Henry III. gave it as a reward 
of treachery to Meredydd ap Rotpert, who did homage to him for tho same in 1241, at 
Shrewsbury. Fortune favoring the arms of Llewelyn, the Welsh Prince, Madog, in 
1257. recovered his lordship for a while ; but he was ultimately doomed to see it 
bestowed on some needy follower of Edward I. 4 Holyhead, in Anglesey.

1 In the Island of Anglesey, now the property of Owen Fuller Meyriek, Esq., whose 
maternal grandfather erected the present mansion. The Harleian MS , No. 5058, 
page 167, purporting to be taken from a MS. of Lewys Dwnn, says that Henry VI. ad- 
vanced Einiawn Sais to the honorable post of Usher of the Hall at the palace of Sheen, 
Surrey, which had been restored to its original splendour by the preceding Sovereign. 

3 The two handed sword of Llewelyn ap Heilin. with which he is said to have fought 
at Bosworth, is still preserved at Bodorgan, as was his vizored salade within memory.

* Meurig, the third son of Llewelyn, the first who had the name of Meyric, was, 
according to this pedigree, one of the Yeomen of the Guard to King Henry VII. ; hut 
in a MS. of Hugh Thomas, in the Harleian Collection. No. G831, he is termed Esquire 
of the body to that King, and other MSS. say Standard Bearer to Henry VIII. 

This Richard married Jane, daughter of Llewelyn ap Rhys ap Llewelyn ap Hwlcyn 
of Bodychen, Esq., and his descendants are still in possession of Bodgwrgan, or Bodorgan. 

" The descendants of this Edmond lived at Ucheldrev in Gwyddelwern, Montgomery- 
shire, and became extinct in the middle of the last century. 

Sir Geli, or Gelli Meyriek, was one of those who were knighted in the principal 
square at Cadiz, by the Earl of Essex, after its capture in 1596. He held the then 
honorable post of Steward to the Earl's household, by which he became entitled to wear 
a gold chain, was with him in all his military enterprizes, except that to Ireland ; and 
finally, in support of him and his objects, forfeited his life for high treason, in the year 
1600. He died leaving behind him his son, Roland, and a daughter, Margaret, who 
married John Vaughan of Golden Grove, knighted in Ireland, and successively Lord 
Mob'ngar and Earl of Carberry ; his second son. Robert, having died young. During 
his prosperity, he was much courted. Dr. Richard Parry, afterwards Bishop of St. 
Asaph, owed his previous elevation to his influence. At the instance of the Earl of 
Essex, Wigmore Castle, and several contiguous manors, were granted to him, which 
placed his posterity in the vale of Wigmore. though the property being forfeited, was, 
by James I., granted to the Harley family, before the restoration in blood of his son 
and daughter. Among the deeds at Goodrich Court, is one with his signature and 
armorial bearings. 



8 It is very extraordinary that this lady . having in all pedigrees of the family, and in 
an ancient document at Goodrich, the same name as her daughter, should in her Will 
be styled Dame Elizabeth. 

" Sir Francis Meyriek was knighted by the Earl of Essex, together with his 
niece's husband, and others, in Ireland, all whose names Elizabeth, ir a fit of anger, 
disallowed, as appears by a document in the State Paper Office, but which seems never 
to have taken effect. He had distinguished himself at Cadiz, as well as his brother 
Geli, in 1596, and died in 1603, when he was buried in the Priory Church of Mouklun, 
and a handsome monument erected to his memory, which was shamefully mutilated 
during the Rebellion, by the Cromwell party. His signature to this pedigree will bo 
found in the plate of Fac-similes, No. 6 ; and if compared with that to his deposition 
in the State Paper Office, will be found to bear an exact resemblance. 

10 This John Meyriek, whose figure, with those of his brothers and sisters, appears 
kneeling on the monument of his father, was afterwards Serjeant Major General to the 
parliamentary forces under the Earl of Essex, General of Artillery, and Member for 
Newcastle-under-Line, Nottinghamshire, in the Long Parliament. His portrait in 
black armour is at Bush, Pembrokeshire, which has been the residence of his descen- 
dants from Judge Meyriek to Thomas Meyriek, who died in 1S37, by which that branch 
has become extinct. 

n " Jarthyd" appears to mean "charged;" yet, instead of this, which was an 
augmentation granted to his grandfather, at the north end of his monument his arms 
sculptured in stone are simply, 1st and 4th a chevron between 3 ragged staves fired, 
and 2nd and 3rd Gules. 2 porcupines passant argent incensed and unguled or, precisely 
as they had been assumed by his brother. Sir Gely, and to which Sir Gilbert Dethick, 
Garter King of Arms, granted him a crest, which grant is in Her Majesty's State Paper 
Office, and appear also on a seal of Sir Gely to a deed preserved at Goodrich Court, 
Herefordshire. At the south end of the monument are the arms of his wife, Ann 
Laugharne, also, quarterly, viz. 1st and 4th Gules, 3 lions "s heads erased or, 2nd and 
3rd argent. 3 nags' heads erased Gules.

Fishguard, during the minority of Gruffydd ap Rhys : but was taken and re-taken 
several times alternately by the Welsh and English, until, by the marriage of William

Lewys Glyn Cothi addressed an Ode to another descendant of Meurig of Tro'r Delyn, 
viz.," Davydd ap Rhys ap Meurig of Pencraig, which was the ancient name of Old 
Radnor. " In this he mentions two of his ancestors, Bran and Ivor, and alludes to his 
being a staunch Yorkist, and holding some "ifice of trust under Edward IV.

physicians. Alter his return to England, he collected a noble library of books of science 
and MSS.. comprising 4,000 Tolumes, 1,000 of which were M8S., among which were 
l*rgc collections ol original Irish and Welsh records, Welsh grants, donations, aad 
pedigrees. The ignorant populace, who believed that be dealt with the devil, broke 
into his house in 1583, during his absence abroad, took away, and dispersed or destroyed 
what had cost him the labour of forty years, and a great expenditure of money. Ho 
did, actually, after this, practise necromancy, and disgusted foreign courts, to which he 
travelled, with his absurdities, so that the Queen sent for him to return. When he 
came to England, his friend, Sir Thomas Jones, offered him his Castle of Emlyn, in 



Carmarthenshire, to live in, with all necessary accommodations ; bnt this he declined, 
still choosing to live in his house at Mortlake, Surrey. King James did not at all notice 
him, so that he died very poor, in the year 1603, at the age o! 81.

7 He was rejected as Sovereign by his countrymen, on the death of his father, in 
1030, owing to his violent and headstrong disposition, and his uncle, Hywcl. was elected 
instead ; on whose death, in 1043, however, he succeeded to the throne. In 1038, he 
waged war against Rhys ap Tewdwr, King of Deheubarth, or South Wales, in con- 
junction with Einion ap Collwyn ; and the latter having got from England the aid of 
Robert Fitihamon, and twelve other Knights, they entirely defeated him at the battle 
of Hirwaun Wrgant, (tho long mountain meadow of Gwrgant,) on the borders of 
Brecknockshire. A quarrel between the two chieftains immediately after induced 
Einion to recall the Normans, who were on their return, and induced them to wrest 
the territory of Glamorgan from ita Prince. They therefore made their attack, chased 
Iestyn out of the country, who crossed the Bristo^Channel, and tied to Glastonbury, 
thence to Bath, and ultimately to the Monastery of Llangenys, in Monmouthshire, where 
he died. The eountry was then divided into nineteen portions, thirteen of which were 
appropriated to Fitzhamon and his Knights, four to the sons of the expatriated Prince, 
one to Einion ap Collwyn, and another to Robert ap Seissyllt.

Herbert of Cherbury. Sir William, the eldest son, had, in 1461, a grant of the offices 
of Chief Justice and Chamberlain of South Wales from Edward IV.; and was, on the

had the grant of the Castle, Town, and Lordship of Pembroke ; in 1463, was constituted 
Justice of Merioneth, in North Wales ; and in 1467, Chief Justice of North Wales 
for life. On the 27th of May, 1468, he was advanced to the title of Earl of Pembroke, 
and soon after a Knight of the Garter. He was taken prisoner at tho battle of Danes- 
more, in 1469, and on the Wednesday, viz., two days after, according to Gutto'r Glyn, 
was executed. Lewys Glyn Cothi addressed an Ode to him ; and as he, in November, 
1463, accompanied Edward IV, on an expedition to the North, in order to reduce those 
Castles which were possessed by Lancastrians, he commences, by asking, " How was it 
that the dart of William was not broken in the assault upon Durham," which took 
place in the next month ; and then exclaims, " May the lance of William break down 
the strong wall of the city, and the five towers thereof." Ho congratulates all Wales 
on having such a hero ; styles him a loverof truth, the protector of the weak, and the 
terror of the Lancastrians ; the prosperity of Wales, and the dispenser of charity ; tells 
us that he was a member of the Parliament, to which he was first sammoned in 1462, 
and the son of the daughter of David Gam. He alludes to his deeds of valour in the 
North, and speaks of his triumphing over the enemy from Dunster Castle, in Somerset-, 
shire, which, on the attainder of Sir James Luttrel was bestowed upon him, to Aber 

I '■-■•■■. a village in Glamorganshire. He adds, that when mounted on his restless white 
charger, his countenance was most animated, and his eyes sparkling like fire. He 
alludes also to his improvement of Rhaglan Castle, which his father had acquired with 
his first wife, Elizabeth Berkley. But ho records no one act so much to his credit as 
his obtaining pardon for David ab Einion, on his surrender, who had so bravely defended 
Harlech Castle, in Merionethshire ; for when Lord Herbert summoned him to surrender, 
he made this memorable reply, — " I maintained a Castle in France so long, that all the 
old women in Wales talked about me ; and I will keep this Castle of Harlech so long,

that all the old women in France shall talk about me." The same bard addressed 
another Ode to the brother, Sir Richard Herbert of Colebrook, in Monmouthshire, 
which must hove been written some time between the years 1461 and 1469. He was 
known among the Welsh by the epithet of " hir," or the tall, and married Margaret, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Gruffydd ap Nickolas, Knight, who was slain at the battle of 
Pennal. Lewys Glyn Cothi mentions his armorial bearings and his crest, the shoaf of 
arrows, as well as his badges, which were the portcullis and the bascule. Ieuan Deu- 
lwyn, another Poet, wrote on Elegy on him. His ashes, and those of his wife, repose 
beneath an alabaster monument under the furthest arch between the Herbert Chapel 
and the Choir of the Priory Church at Abergavenny. His effigy is in plate armour, 
with his head bare, and his crest is visible. His Lady is in long robes.

He was also ancestor through his 
grandson William, as has been observed, of the Jones's of Tre Owen, whose family 
was recorded in the College of Arms in 1732, with their descent from Henry Fitz 
Herbert, Chamberlain of Henry I., by Lucia, daughter of Robert Corbett ; which Lucia 
was concubine to that King. This agrees with Vincent's and Lewis' accounts of the 
Herberts. John ap Thomas, father of the above mentioned William Jones of Tre 
Owen, had also a son, David of Chepstow, who was grandfather of Dr. Thomas Jones, 
Archbishop of Dublin, and Chancellor of Ireland in the time of Jamea I., whose son 
was created Viscount Ranelagh. in that kingdom, in 1628, the Pedigree of whose des- 
cendants was recorded in the College of Arms in 1305. 

In Coxe's Historical Tour in Monmouthshire, and in Fenton's Tour, a document is 
given, purporting to bo a commission from Edward IV., to an Esquire, a Gentleman, 
and three Bards, to inquire into tho Pedigree of Herbert ; but neither state where the 
original is preserved. Now the return of these Commissioners bean the date of the 
12th of August, 1460. But Dugdale, who gives the extract "from a certain manuscript 
book, in the custody of Edward, now Lord Herbert of Chirbnry," which he saw, states 
the year to be 1462, in his Baronage, Vol. ii. p. 256. It therefore could only be an 
entry copied from the original document, now probably lost. Dugdale, however, 
observes in the beginning of his account of this family, that the descent of William, 
Earl of Pembroke, is by some derived from Herbert, son ot Herbert, Chamberlain to 
Henrv I., in which the Pedigrees given in Vincent's MSS., and those of Lewis, in the 
College of Arms, as well as the Pedigree here set fortb by Lewis Dwnn, concur ; but, 
by others, continues Dugdale, quoting the MS. book belonging to Lord Herbert of 
Cherbury, from Henry Fitzroy, a natural son of that monarch. Sandford, who was 
Lancaster Herald, mentions his having seen this document, and as such quotes it in his 
Genealogy, p. 31., but does not give any date to it, or to the return. He refers to a 
Pedigree in the College of Arms, (E 12, 42 b) in corroboration of the descent from 
Henry I. ; and in a MS. (marked E 13.) in the same repository, (both books being of 
the time of Elizabeth,) on a sheet bound in with tho book, is a Pedigree commencing 
with Harbert father of Peter, who married the daughter of Bledhyn Broadspeare, (or

"broken speare,") which gives the descent from Henry I., all which nearly agree in 
other particulars with that said to be certified by the Welsh Bards. In another M.S. in 
the Herald's College, entitled " Arbor Honoris," of tho time of Charles II., the Pedigree 
is also deduced from the blood royal. 

There are several Pedigrees of Herbert in Glover's and Philipott's Collections in the 
College of Arms, but none so high as to give the early generations prior to the grand- 
father, or great grandfather, of the Earl. It is remarkable that Vincent, in two Pedigrees 
which he gives in his own hand, makes the descent different from that certified in the 
asserted commission of Edward IV., not deducing them from Henry I., in which he is 
corroborated by a MS. about the close of the 17th century, by William Lewis, and pur- 
chased, among others, a few years ago, by the Herald's College, of Edward Protheroe, 
Esq. In Sir Edgerton Bridges's editition of Collins's Peerage, (1312.) the descent of 
Herbert Is given in Vol. iii., with a variety of references. Now, the commission is not 
referred to in any Pedigree in the College of Arms — a discrepancy is shewn in the date ; 
Coxe and Fenton stating it to be 1460, and Dugdale 1462. Edward IV. commenced 
his reign on the 4th of March, 1460 — 1, so that the two first must be wrong in assigning 
the return to the 12th of August, 1460 ; and the date 1462 is irreconcileable with the 
fact, that William Herbert was not created Earl of Pembroke till the 8th of Edward 
IV., or 1468, while he is so styled in the asserted document. Lewys Glyn Cothi, in 
the Ode he addressed to him, thus alludes to his great grandfather, who lived at 
Wernddu, in Monmouthshire, — 

Syr Wiliam Herbert gwrser alwyn, hardd ; 
Hil Gwilym ab Siancyn. 

And again to Siancyn 's father, Adam, and to Lord Herbert's mother as daughter of 
David Gam, — 

Adam Davydd Gam oedd ei gymmhar ; 

buf mentions none of the previous ancestry. Although I cannot help regarding this 
copy of a commission, which was found by Dugdale in a MS. book, as a forgery, it is 
here presented as in Fenton 's Pembrokeshire. 

" A true Coppie of an antient memorable treatise of Tecord touchinge the progenie 
and descent of the honorable name and family of the Herberts, bv Commission from E. 
4. Ano: Dom: 1460. 

Wher hyt pleasyd the magestye of God to rayse and to exaulte unto ye kyngdome of 
England our dread sofferaigne lord, by ye grace of God Edward ye fowerth of that 
name after the conquest by rightfull tytell and inheritance to ye erowne. Soe hyt 
pleasyd him the sayd kynge in like ways to rayse to awthorytyes, caullinges, and digny- 
tyes, soch chyefest men as weyre partakers of his trowbells and warrys against his ad- 
versaryes. And amongyst oders that he exawltyd, he creatyd William Herbert (who 
was before Lord of Ragland) Earl of Pembroke and honowryd hym and made hym 
knyght of the most nobyll order of ye Garter, after wch creatyon the kynge his magestye 
commandyd the said Earl and Sr Richard Herbert hys broder to take their ayrnamys 
after theyr fyrst progenytor Herbert Fitzroy, and to foregoe the Bryttish order and 
manner, whose vsage ys to caulle euery man by his fader, grandfader, and greate grand- 
fader hys name. And for thys cause the herawldry of England disputyd amongyst 
themBelfys, towchinge the pedegree and stocko of the sayd earl and knyght, and could 
not agree uppon the trowth theyreof. And theyreof yt pleased the sayd kynge his 
magestye, under hys magystye hys seal and w ry ly ng of comyssion dyrected unto me 
Ieuan ye Sonne of Rytherch, ye sonne of Ieuan Lloyd of the countye of Cardigan Esq : 
togedyr with the ltre of ye honowrabell earle giuinge me awthorytye by vyrtew of the 
sayd comyssion, to cyte and caulle before me into the castle of Pembroke the foure 
cbeyffest men of skyll within the prouynce of Sowth Wallys, whose names are theyse, 
viz: Howell the sonne of David, the sonne of Ieuan, the sonne of Rhys. 2. Howell 
SuroValL 3. Ieuan Deulwyn. 4. Ieuan Brechva. And so by vnyforme consent by 
ye authorytye of the sayd comyssyon, and by ye commandment gyuen us for to send 
unto the kynge hys magestye the trewe pedegree, stock and lynadge, of ye sayd earle 
and knyght, wee assemblyd ourselves aulle fine togeyder with many oder learnyd men 
preasent at the castell of Pembroke this day beinge the 12 daye of ye moneth of August 
in the years of Lord God 1460. And after long consultation by unyuersaullo consent 
and assent, and beyng lead by the awthoryta and woorant of the buokjs of old doctours,

auncyent wrytyngs, records of courts, barons hystoryes, and warrys of prynces, bookys 
of remembrans tuunde in the auncyent abbeye of Strata Florida, the booke of pedegreea 
of Howell Moythey of Castell Odwyn Esq. the rowls of Morgan Abbot and many soche 
oder bookys and warrantea of awthorytye. A nd by the awthorytie of our own arte and 
syence have WTytton this present treatyse wch we send togeder wth ye pedegree of the 
sayd honowTabell earle and knyght unto the kynge hys magestye in fo»Te soverall lan- 
guadges, viz: in Latync, Bryttish, French and English, each coppye agreeing word for 
word. And soe we most humbly take our leavys die et loco predicto. 

Tho pedegree is thus: 

The said honowrabell earle ys namyd William Herbert, a nobell knyght, y e sonne of 
William, the sonne of Thomas, the Sonne of Gwilym, the Sonne of Jenkyn the sonne of 
Adam, the sonne of Reignold, the sonne of Peter, the sonne of Herbert, the sonne of 
Herbert, a nobell lord dyscended of the royall blood of the erowne of England : for he 
was natural sonne to Kynge Henry the fyrst, sonne to William ye Conqueror, which 
Herbert had his habitation in St Michaell, hys castell in ye forres of Danys: and Peter 
sonne of the said Herbert Fitz Herbert, had by his mother being ye dawghter of Milo 
Fitz Walter, given unto hym the lordship of Betsley, and he rnarryed the dawghter of 
Blethyn Broadspeare, by whose bodye a sonne namyd Reignold, lord of Llanllowel who 
married Margaret tho dawghter of Sir John Walshe kt \ by whom he had yssewo Addam, 
lord of Llanllowel yt married Xtian dawghter and heyre to Gwaryn ddu (or the black) 
lord of Llandeylo, by whose body he had ysscwe two sonnes viz: Sr Thomas Adam Kt: 
and Jenkin Adam Esgr lord of Wernddu, wch Jenkyn marryed Wenllian, daughter to 
Sr Aron ap Bledry Kt: and by her had a sonne named Gwylym lord of Wernddu in 
Gwentland, which Gwylim marryed Wenllian daughter to Howell Vaughan sonne to 
Howel, Bonne to Iorwerth descynded of the kyngs of Gwent, by whom he had yssewo 
foure sonnes viz: John, David, Howell, and Thomas, web Thomas sonne of Gwilym of 
Perth hir Esqc: married Maud dawghter and heyres of Sir John Morley, Knight and 
by her had yssewe fowre sonnes viz: Howell, Philip, Jevan, and Sir William Thomas 
knyght, and five dawghters, whereof one was married to Gwylym David of Rhiwpeper- 
rey Esqe: the second to Phillip Riccard of Tyleglas, the third (o Gwnter of St: Silin by 
Uske, and the oder two dawghters dyed younge. And the said Sir William Thomas, 
Knight, married Gwladys, dawghter to Sj David Gam, knight, sonne to Llewelyn sonna 
to Howell Vaughan, sonne to Howell Sonne to Gwion Says, sonne to Traherne, spnno 
to Gwyon sonne to Blethyn Sonne to Maynyrch lord of Brecknock, which sayd Sir 
William Thomas bv the foresayd Gwladys had issewe the foresaid nobell William Her- 
bert, lord of Raglan, now Earle of Pembroke and Sr Richard Herbert of Cold brooke 

his broder, and two daughters viz wife to Sir Henry Wogan and Elizabeth wife to 

Stradling Knu whom God blesse and theyr posteritye.

Now, that this is a forgery, and not earlier than the reign of Henry VIII., is shown 
by the recurrence four times of the word Mainly, which waB first invented as a title for 
the Emperor Charles V., and then adopted in the latter part of his reign by his rival, 
the English monarch. But the probable time of its having been written seems de- 
monstrated by tho following from Dugdale: — Sir Walter Herbert succeeded the first 
Earl ; but as he raised all his power to oppose the Earl of Richmond, on that nobleman's 
obtaining the crown, he conferred the title of Lord Herbert of Raglan on Sir Charles 
Somerset, who had married his niece. The first Earl, however, had a natural son, 
Richard Herbert of Ewyas, in Herefordshire, whoso son William was created Earl of 
Pembroke by King Edward VI., and was brother to Sir George Herbert of Swansea, 
Knight It was then most probably in the reign of Edward VI., that for some especial 
object this pretended document was compded ; perhaps, because the Somersets had 
royal blood, and therefore to boast as cuch. ' In Pembrokeshire.

heads he brought to his Sovereign, Llewelyn ab Ierwerth. surnamed the Great, the 
Prince directed that in future he should bear Gules between three Englishmen's heads 
couped, a chevron ermine.

Armorial bearings had so recently been introduced, 
that it may fairly be doubted whether he over had the previous coat. He was descended 
from Marchndd, head of one of the fifteen tribes, and progenitor of the royal house of 
Tudor. He was twice married : first, to Gwenllian, daughter of the Lord Rhys of South 
Wales, by whom he had issue Goronw, Lord of Trev Castell, in Anglesey ; Gruffydd of 



Henglawdd ; Ierwerth, Lord of Abermarlais ; Einion ; Rhys ; and daughters. Secondly, 
the daughter of Llywarch ap Bran, by whom he had Llewelyn, Lord of Creuddyn ; 
Tudyr of Nant and Llangynhaval ; and Hywel, Bishop of St. Asaph.

This George was the son of Edward Rice of Newton, Esq., and Lucy, daughter of John 
Morley Trevor of Glynd, in the County of Sussex, Esq., who was the son of Griffith 
Rice of Newton, Esq., M. P., by Catherine, daughter of Philip Hobby of Glamorgan- 
shire, who was son of Walter Rice of Newton, Esq., and Elizabeth, daughter of Piers 

Dyrs, in Glamorganshire, and widow of Games of Penderyn, Esq., who was the 

•on of Griffith Rice, that succeeded his brother, Sir Edward, on his dying without issue, 



and who was the son of Henry, or Harry, Rice of Newton, Esq., mentioned in this 

Pedigree, who married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Edward Lewis of the Vanne, in 

Glamorganshire, and was the son of Sir Walter Rice, Knight, in the time of James I.

Nantyglo. His Standard, a very rich one, is emblazoned in a Book of Standards, in the 
College of Arms. His Garter Plate is now, (December, 1840.) remaining in St. George's 
Chapel, "Windsor, in a Stall on the Sovereign's side, being, according to the present ar- 
rangement, the Eighteenth from that of the Sovereign. Through his mother. Elizabeth 
daughter of Sir John GHflith. of Abermarlais, Knight, who was a descendant of Edny- 
ved Vychan, he was related to Henry the VII. and Jasper Tudor, Earl of Pembroke, 
and Duke of Bedford ; and Lewys Glyn Cothi wrote an Ode in joint praise of this last, 
and Sir Rhys ab Thomas. To Jasper, ho addressed two other Odes, (one dated 1400) 
and a Cywydd, a few days previous to tho Earl of Richmond's landing at Milford, in 
1433,) in which he strongly urges him to admit the Raven (Sir Rhys) to his councils. 
Syr Rhys married Efa, according to some, and Mably, according to others, daughter and 
heiress of Henry ab Gwilym, of Court Henry, in Carmarthenshire. He died in the year 
1527, at tho age of 76, and, as well as his wife, was buried in the Priory Church, at 
Carmarthen, their monumental effigies being afterwards removed to St. Peter's Church, 
in that town. In Vincent's Pedigree, 135, b"48, he is said to have espoused Mabell, 
daughter and heiress of Henry Olijn, which is meant for Gly'm. a contraction of Gwilym. 
In Vincent's Knights of the Garter, his arms are supported by two Griffins, as they ap- 
pear in the Llyvyr Acbau, that follows this collection, and the arms themselves of a 
chevron sable between three ravens, on a white field, are thus alluded to bv Tudur 
Aled:—

Tair Bran ; ond Duw a'r brenin. 



" Superior in advance in the slaughtering battle 

Are the three Ravens ; next after God and the king." 

Lewys Glyn Cothi also alludes to them, as borne by Gruffydd ap Nicolas, his grand- 
father, in an Ode addressed to Rhys Awbrey and William ap Morgan. 

'Sir Gruffydd Rys was created Knight of the Bath on the marriage of Prince Arthur, 
eldest son of Henry VII., with Catherine of Arragon, and with his wife was buried in 
the Cathedral Church of Worcester.. 

3 It is said " by the malice and treachery of his brother-in-law, the Duke of Norfolk," 
but mora probably from the jealousy of Henry VIII. of his great possessions and in- 
fluence, he was attainted of high treason, and suffered accordingly. In the Cambrian 
Register is an interesting paper on this subject.

' Sir John Vaughan was knighted by the Earl of Essex, with his brother-in-law, Sir 
Francis Meyrick, both of whose honours were, with those of several others, disallowed 
in a fit of caprice of Qneen Elizabeth ; this specimen of her splenetic disposition still 
existing iu the State Paper Office. At the time Charles I. was Prince of Wales, he was 
appointed Controller of his house, having been first, by James I., created Lord Vaughan 
of MoUngar, in Ireland, in 1621. On Charles's accession to the throne, he was ad- 
vanced to the dignity of Earl of Carbery, in that kingdom. He died at Golden Grove, 
on the 6th of May, 1634, and was buried in the pariah chnrch of Llandeilo Vawr, in 
the County of Carmarthen. Margaret, daughter of Sir Gelly Meyrick, was his first 
wife and Countess, being alive in 1628 ; but he married, secondly, Jane, daughter to 



Sir Thomas Palmer of Wengbam, in the County of Kent, Knight, relict of Sir William 
Meredith of Leeds, in the same County, Knight, by whom he had no issue. 

7 Richard succeeded his father aa Earl of Carbery, and had been created Knight of 
the Bath at the coronation of Charles I. He married Bridget, daughter and sole heiress 
of Thomas Lloyd of Llanllyr, in the County of Cardigan, Esq. A curious account of 
him may be seen in the Cambrian Register. He was the penon to whom the drinking 
bom, an engraving of which forms the frontispiece, was given. When Lord President 
of Wales. Robert Vaughan of Hengwrt, in Merionethshire, dedicated to him his British 
Antiquities revived. There is a curious Parliamentary Tract, printed in 1646, entitled 
" The Earle of Carberry*s Pedigree," &c, in which he is amply abused. The title 
became extinct in this family in 1712. Rachel Wriotbesley, who became the widow of 
Lord William Russell, and distinguished herself by her excellent qualities of both heart 
and head at the trial of that unfortunate nobleman, had previously been married in 
1653, to Francis, Lord Vaughan, heir apparent to this Richard, Earl of Carbery. A 
curious roll displaying bis achievements on vellum is preserved at Goodrich Court.

* " Many famliea of distinction are derived from these." Among Vincent's Collec- 
tions, in the College of Arms, are good Pedigrees of the various families of 
Morgan. The Morgans of Tredegar, of whom a Pedigree was recorded in the 
College of Arms, in the latter part of the last century, are therein shewn to be 
derived from Llewelyn ab Ivor, who married Angharad, daughter and sole heiress of 
Sir Morgan ap Meredith, Lord of Tredegar, as given in this Pedigree, which Sir Mor- 
gan was descended from Cadwalader, the last King of the Britons. From the Morgans 
of Tredegar, my most worthy and liberal friend, the present Sir Charles Gould Morgan, 
Bart, descends; his father, Sir Charles Gould, the first Baronet of that name, having 
married Jane, eldest daughter of Thomas Morgan of Tredegar, Esq., only brother of 
Sir William Morgan, K. B., and co-heiress of her brother John. Sir Charles Gould 
took the name and arms of Morgan in 3739.

Coity is a parish in Glamorganshire, near the town of Bridgend. There still exist 
considerable remains ot the castle which belonged to Sir Thomas Gamage. His daugh- 
ter, Catherine, by this Margaret St. John, married Sir Thomas Stradling of St Donats, 
HiRh Sheriff for Glamorganshire in 15±8, and his daughter Margaret became the second 
wife of William, first Lord Howard of Effingham, and father of Charles, Earl of 
Nottingham, who died in 1(524, of whom there is an excellent portrait at Goodrich 
Court, in the County of Hereford.

* Mr. John Gough Nichols, in the Gentleman's Magazine for November, 1810, has 
given a very interesting account of a picture painted by an artist of the Van Eyck 
school, preserved at the Duke of Devonshire's Villa at Chiswick, and which he has 
discovered, and amply proved, to contain the portrait of this Sir John Dwn, who was 
executed at Banbury, after the fatal engagement at Edgecotefield, on the 26th of July, 
1409, and of his wife Elizabeth, one of ,the sisters of William, first Lord Hastings, and 
Lord Chamberlain to King Edward IV.

He is said to have been rewarded also with Castell 
Hywel, Pantstreimon. and Gilvacbwen, all in the parish of Llandyasil. 

• He is said to have built the first Mansion near Castell Hywel. The ruins of the 
old Castle are still to be seen.

Knight, was descended from Brochwel Ysgythrog, Prince of 
Powys. According to the accounts of genealogists, " Sir Grufiydd Vychan of Powys " 
was created Knight Banneret at the battle of Agincourt. He probably commanded the 
quota sent from his own district in the general levy from Wales ; and as he received 
tho honour of Knighthood in the company of Sir David Gam and his bravo relatives, 
Sir Roger Vaughan, and Sir Watkin Lloyd, who died on the Held of battle, it may be 
presumed that Sir Gruflydd Vychan shared with them in the exploit of rescuing their 
Sovereign from a very perilous situation. In the case of Sir Grufiydd Vychan, and also 
of others who obtained distinction at Agincourt, we observe their families, in no length 
of time, rising to consideration and importance in their respective neighbourhoods. Sir 
Grufiydd Vychan, soon after that event, was called Lord of Burgedin, Treflydan, 
Garth, and Gaerfawr, though he had commenced his career as second son of Grufiydd 
ab leuan ap Madoc Gwenwys, a petty chieftain in Guilsfield : and his descendants con- 
tinued, for many years after his decease, persons of consequence and influence in the 
country. About tho latter end of 1-417, two years after the battle of Agincourt. wo 
find Sir Grufiydd Vychan, and his elder brother, leuan, in an employment, which 
redounded little to their credit, though, probably, they acted on the occasion in obedi- 
ence to the command of their paramount Lord. Henry V. having given up Sir John 
Oldcastlc, his old companion and faithful soldier, to the rigour of the law which had 
then been lately passed against the Lollards, he was at this time taken in Powys Land, 
under the direction of Edward Charlton, the last Lord Powys of that name, and con- 
ducted to London by Sir John Grey, his son-in-law. From documents at present in 
the possession of their descendants, through heirs female, uamely, the family of Mytton 
of Garth, in Guilsfield, it appears, that tho active agents in arresting Sir John 
Oldcastlo were the two brothers, leuan and Sir Grufiydd Vychan; and, from the 



privileges specifically granted them on account thereof, that it was considered a service 
of danger. Sir Grufiydd Vychan, there is sufficient authority for stating, >>as even- 
tually taken otf himself in a violent manner. From an Elegy, written to his memory 
by Davydd Llwyd ap Llewelyn, oi Mathavarn, we collect, that, having refused to obey 
a summons of Henry Grey, Lord of Powys, to perform some feudal service, he was by 
him put to death by decapitation; and, as is intimated by the " Cywydd," by violating 
a safe conduct granted to him. Sir Grufiydd Vychan must at this time have been far 
advanced in years; for, at the period of the battle of Agincourt. Henry Grey was not 
born. Sir Grufiydd Vychan had issue David, Reynold, and Cadwaladr ; Catherine, 
wife of Edward Bewpy j Gwenhwyvar, wife of Grufiydd ap Aaron ap Ednyved ; Anne, 
wife of leuan Vychan, of Penllyn ; and Margaret, wife of Morys Ludlow, and after- 
wards married to an English Knight.
